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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 



MBBCHAKIS' EXCHANGE, 

Januaby 4th, 1897. 
To the Members at the Merchants' Exchange : 

Oentlbmeh;— The jear 1896 haying now closed, It becomes the duty 
of yonr Bo&rd of Directors to make a report showing the financial condi- 
tion of your Association, and the Assessment flied tor the coming year. 

ASSESSMENT. 

At a meeting o( the Board held on December I4th last, after a carefal 
consideration of the financial condltjon of the Aesoctatlon, the assessment 
to be paid by each member for the year 1897 was fixed ^at twenty-flve 
dollars. 

The Board deemed it wise to Increase the assessment for the following 
reasons: 

FirH. Since the purchase of the property In 1S92, the Association has 
been relieved of the payment of a yearly rental of ¥35,000. The other 
expenses have been covered by the annual assessment of $20, and a 
Balance has been transferred to the credit of the, Real Estate each year as 
follows: In 1893, $14,000; In 18S4, $13,000; In 1896, $7,600; in 189tt, $3,800. 
If the Exchange bad continued to pay rent for the Hall and offlces, the 
income since 1893 would not have been sufficient to meet expenses. The 
cause of this decrease is the reduction each year In the membership, 
which is more fully referred to hereafter. 

Second. In view of the tact that there Is a mortgage indebtedness of 
$1S0,000 on the Exchange property, and a fioatlng debt of $41,000, your 
Board believes that the Association should contribute a sufitcient amount 
yearly, which, with the surplus from rentals, would liquidate the floating 
Indebtedness prior to the year 1900, when the bonded indebtedness of 
of $160,000 becomes due. 

Third. Another imperative necessity for Increasing the revenue, is the 
fact that our market, during the greater part' of last year, has been dis- 
criminated against in favor of Gulf ports by transportation lines. In order 
that we may be kept on an equitable freight basis vrith other competing 
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points, Itisof Tltffl.Im^iICt4Dce~thftt your Board of Directors shoald be 
enfflclentl];-fottlp(l4'fli>to'<'^ll7 ^ enable them to employ such means u 
jnay o^ ne^paarf to proteut the commercial Interests of our clt;. 

". ■'.,'•'• '' CURRKHT ACCOUNT. 

Tbe ordinary expenses of the Association were somewhat increased the 
past year. The Exchange Hall and offlcee were painted and renovated 
generally, and electric fana were placed In the Hall contribnting greatly 
to the comfort of all dtuiug the hot weather of July and August. The 
Board being of the opinion that the Exchange should be furnished with 
■All needed information relating to other markets, has continued the exten- 
sive telegraphic reports as usual. 

The total receipta from all sources for the year, Including a balance of 
{a,44e.36 on hand at tlie beginning of the year, were (53,535.70. The total 
expenditure, including £3,800 transferred to the Real Estate a< 
$53,387.17, leaving a balance on hand at the close of £148.53. 

BBAL BBTATB ACCOUMT. 

The total revenue of the year was £63,039.99, of which $48,881.79 was 
from rentals, an Increase In renUls over 1896 of $3,011.88. The total ex- 
penditures amounted to $53,931.77, leaving a balance of $108.37. 

The expenses of the year were Increased to the extent of $4,913.86 for 
repairs to damages caused by the tornado of Kay 37th, which carried away 
the tin roof over the Exchange Hall, and by the flooding of the main 
floor, causing great damage to the plastering in the rooms underneath. 
A large amount was also expended in replacing plate glass broken by 
portions of the tin roof and other debris. For this and the further reason 
that such a small amount was transferred from the current account, the 
floating debt, which amounted at the begtnning of the year to $16,000, 
was reduced only $6,000. 

HEHBXRSHIF. 

The membership at the beginning of the year 1896, was 3,618. The 
number forfeited for non-payment of dues waa 94, and 39 certificates 
were redeemed, making the ntimber of members on January 1st, 1897, 
3,396. 

The total decrease in membership since 1883, when the list showed 
3,666 names, is therefore 1,171. 

The lai^ increase In 1883 and 1383 when the transferable membership 
system was adopted was abnormal, and the decline to a number warrantod 
by the necessities of business was not unexpected. 

Your Board has not neglected the interests of the Exchange or of the 
City in the matter of freight rates. In June, at the request of the Board, 
Mr. J. S. Leeds, Secretary of the Transportation Committee, and Mr. F. 
N. Jndson, Attorney of the Exchange, appeared beforo the Interstate

iGotnmerce CommlBslon &t Kftnsu Citj In the Interest of the Gr^a market 
At St. LouIb, afl against the proposed dtscrimination In favor of the Gulf 
Porta. St. Loula was pennitted to intervene In the pleadings in the case 
then before the commls^on, and aslced the adoption of recognized dtBer- 
«ntials as between the rates to Gulf points and St. Louie. The matt«r was 
finally Indefinitely postponed by the Commission, leaving the condition 
of the rat^s to St. Louis unchanged, but giving St. Louis a standing in the 
•case if It shonld be re-opened at any future time. Again in September 
Hr. Leeds attended a meeting of the Interstate Commerce Commission at 
ObicHgo in the interest of St. Louis rales. 

In December a conference was held In St. Louis with the freight rep- 
resentatives of the Western roads to impress upon them the necesslly of 
protecting St. Loots commerce by an eqnltable adjustment of rates from 
Westeni and Northwestern points. While the desired results have not 
been fully attained, the matter is having such attention as we trust will 
result In securing for this market equitable rates as compared with com- 
peting cities. 

HISaiSBIFTI BIVKB. 

In January your Board took an acUve part In the movement to secure 
-an improvement of the channel of the Mississippi River by a contract be- 
tween the United States Government and Messrs. Isaac M. Mason and 
Web. U. Samnel, citizens ot St. Louie and members of the Exchange. 

While this movement was not successful, it res)>1ted In the adoption by 
the Government of the dredge boat plans advocated by Messrs. Mason 
and Samuel, and several boate are now being operated, and others are 
-contracted for, and it Is believed that the dredge system, when fully under 
way, will result in keeping the river open to navigation during all periods 
■of low water. 

Again, In December your Board co-operated with New Orleans and 
other river citlea in presenting to the General Government the necessity 
■of closing the crevasse in Pass a L'Outre at the mouth of the river, for 
the preeervation of the passes. 

Your Board has continued the policy pursued heretofore by the 
Exchange in tjeing represented at all gatherings of a commercial charac- 
ter, and consequently sent delegates to the meeting of the National Board 
of Trade, held at Washington, January asth ; to the meeting of the 
National Traneportation Association at Chicago, March 19th ; to the meet- 
ing of the South and Weet Grain and Trade Congress held at Charleston, 
.S. C, April 29th; to the conference held at Indianapolis, December 1st, 
to advise is to calling a general convention to consider reforms in our 
Currency System) to the Arkansas River Improvement Convention held 
At Fort Smith, Ark., December 16th ; and also appointed delegates to the 
Uonetary Convention to be held at Indlonapotie, January 121b, 1897. 
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The Board also sent delegates U> the meetiDg of Central FsMenger 
Committee in March to urge the adopttoa ot a five thouBand-mlle inter- 
ohBDgeable mileage ticket, and to the CtiaritieB and Corrections Con- 
vention, held In St. Louis, December Slat. 

Your Board haa given attention to matter ol National, State and City 
Isolation, and has endorsed and recommended Buch measures aa seemed 
tor the general good. Among these were petitions to Congress endorsing' 
the bill "to create an executive department o( commerce and manufac- 
tures )" advocating reciprocal trade relations with the Latin American 
States ; approving an amendment to the navigation laws for the prot«ction 
of shippers; protesting against cert^n proposed amendments to the 
Interstate Commerce law not deemed desirable ; requesUng the Honorable 
SecretaiT of the Interior to take such action eonsiatent vrith law as would 
open up Indian lands to settlement. 

In local legislation your Board favored street improvements and tbe 
placing of signs upon the streets of the city. 

Your Board also submitted for the consideration of the National Board 
of Trade, resolutions In reference to reciprocity, protection of the passes 
at tbe mouth of the Mississippi River, and the establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Manufactures. 

KEETIKOS OF THE KXCHANOB. 

A meeting of members was held on March 12tb in the Interest of river 
Improvement and the Mason and Samuel bill then before Congress. 

On March 36tb a conference was held with tbe Honorable Railroad and 
Warehoose Commissioners of Missouri and an arrangement for a better 
grading of grain secured. 

On May 2eth, at a meeting of the Exchange, subscriptions were re- 
ceived lor the relief of the sufferers by tbe tornado of the previous even- 
ing, and a committee appointed to solicit further subscription. 

During tbe year the Exchange has been visited by delegations and' 
distinguished citizens, to all of witom a cordial reception and welcome 
was extended.

mSSIBSIFPI RIVER. 

Januabt 18th. — Address: 
To the Feople of the MUtiMippt Valley: 

The Merchants' Exchange and Buafness AraociatioDgj repreaenting all 
the interesta involved In the commerce of this city, have for many years 
urgently appealed to the Congrese at the United States in I>ehal( of the 
Improvement of the navigable waters of the Hlssisaippi Biver and its 
tributarieSj believing that the channel of these great rivers constitutes the 
natural highway throngh which the heavy products of the MlsBlssippi 
Valley can find their cheapest outlet to the market* of the world. Eecog- 
nizlng this tact, the Government has from time to time appropriated large ' 
sums of money and adopted definite plans for the removal of the natural 
obstacles which have presented themselves, and to procure an easy and 
safe channel to the Gulf. These plans have been on the theory of con- 
structing permanent works, by which a navigable channel when obtained 
would henceforth be permanently maintained. The benefit ot such per- 
manent improvements can scarcely be estimated In their value to the 
people of the entire country. Their consummation, however, cannot be 
expected within the nest twenty years, and unless increased annual 
appropriations are made by Congress, it has been asserted by those moat 
familiar with the progress ot the work that it nill require a much longer 
time. In the meantime it has been conclusively shown by experimental 
work, and Is the judgment of those whose long experience in the naviga- 
tion of these rivers entitles their opinion to the confidence of every one, 
that a navigable channel can be secured by the use of dredge boats and 
portable jetties, and maintidned by the continued application ot these 
means. So great confidence la felt In the practicability and successful 
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result ol this metbod of improvement, that some of our citizens liave 
made a proposition to Congress, contained in Hoose Bill 3779, to secure 
bj tbese means a navigable channel In tije Hississippl from St. Lonie to 
Cairo of at least 6 feet in depth and 200 feet in width, and from Cairo to ' 
Vloksburg a channel depth of at least 7 feet and SSO in width, on the condl- 
Ijon of "no cure, no paj,"or that compensation shall be paid them only 
after this channel is secured and continuously maintained. With great 
confidence that this plan will secure a desirable navigable channel at an 
earlier day than by any other method attempted or suggested, the business 
organizations of this city have with great onanimity recommended this 
measure to the favorable consideration of Congress. 

The representatives of the business interests of our great city, while 
feeling that the Improvementof the Hississippl Biver from this city to the 
Gulf, so as to have at all seasons a navigable channel of the character 
above alluded to as a minimum, would be of great benefit to Ita commer- 
cial prosperity, believe that a greater benefit will enure to the fanners, 
producers and people in the great agricultural basins of the river a;id Its 
tributaries by the cheapening of the cost of moving their cereal products 
to tide-water, because their small value per ton as compared with many 
other fruits of industry and chief objects ol commerce, renders a costly 
transportation particularly burdensome. Thirteen States bordering on the 
Hississippl River produced in 1895, 1,785,000,000 bushels of com, or more 
than three-fourths of the entire production of the whole country. These 
States supply the surplus of tbie crop for export and for consumption in 
the East, and it is sate to say that 200,000,000 bushels will find a mariiet 
over 1,000 miles from point of production. The high-water rate from 
St. Louis to New Orleans is SI. 60 per ton, or 1.33 mills per ton per mile, 
while the rail rate as given by the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
the whole country was 8.32 milla per ton per mile; but if the rail rate on 
grain should be reduced one-half it would still cost three times as much 
to move this gr^n by rail as by water. By water the rate would be 4 cents 
per bushel, by rail 12 cents, which on the quantity of com likely to I)e 
moved would constitute a saving of ten to twelve million dollars to the 
producers in this valley In one year on the com crop to be moved. It is 
estimated that the products of the Valley States annually put into distri- 
bution over 100,000,000 tons ol freight, and if it is estimated what the 
saving on this alone wilt be, at the difference in rates, you will have some 
conception of the benefits which will accrue to the producers by such 
improvement of the navigable channel of the river as will produce theses 
results, and of the paramount importance of securing them at the earliest 
day. When you further consider other food products and the product of 
our forests, mines, quarries, milts and factories, which require to be moved 
from polnU ol manufacture and production to points of consumption and 
exportation, you vrill form a proper conception of the benefit even a slight 
saving In c<wt of transportation would confer upon all the population of 
this valley. That transportation by wat«r can be eflected at less cost than 
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bj Ml}' other method, U too well-known to need any srgumentj Hid eqnall]'' 
well eetablifbed ie the fact it ie the best regulator of rates by rail, and 
applies equally to traffic moved along parallel lines or acroH IL In the 
MiBBisalppl we have a water route traced by oatnre, with a natural motive 
power along Its entire course, affording the means ol carrying the heavj 
products of this VBllejj which are required to be moved out, bringing 
lighter freight Into it, that Is peculiarly adapted to meet the ne«d« of the 
moat productive region of the Continent. If It is to remidn forever useless 
by oatnral obstacles which man cannot remove, then the UissisBippi River 
has been the most stupendous blunder of Nature. But Providence makes 
no blunders. The only blunder Is made by a Nation which spends ite 
hundreds of millions In constructing artiliclal highways, when one-tenth 
the sum expended in the trnprovenient of Nature's highway would have 
saved fifty times that sum. 

Believing that unity of action in behalf of Interests that are mutual Is 
the surest way of promoting them, we have addressed you, on this m^ter 
so important to our welfare, and beg that you will co-operate with us. 
This we believe yon can best do by Impressing upon your Representatives 
In Congress onr great needs, and urging upon them such action as will 
relieve them at an early day. 

MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 

JAMOAKT 18th. Whereaa, The MerchanW Exchange and other busi- 
ness organizations, representing every Important Interest In St Louis, have 
adopted resolutions favoring the early improvement of the navigable chan- 
nel of the Hlsatssippi Blver according (« a plan presented by Messrs. Hason 
andSamuelln House Bill No. 3779 of the Congress of the United States, and 
have presented to Congress a memorial asking the adoption of this plan 
as more likely to produce early and continnooB results on terms safe and 
reasonable to the Qovemment; and 

Whereat, The Interests of this City, as well aa of oil parts of the great 
agricultural basins of the Mississippi Blver and its tributaries, demand 
speedy and Immediate relief ; therefore, be It 

Bttolved, That we appeal to all the people of this great valley, 
especially those who produce cereals and whose heavy products suffer 
most from exorbitant freight rates in reaching points of consumption and 
exportation, to Immediately take such action as to Impress upon the 
present Congress their heavy loss consequent upon delay In the Improve- 
ment of the navigation of the Mississippi River, and the absolute necessity 
for Immediate and efficient relief. 

Saolved, That we again eamestiy urge upon Congress early and favor- 
able action upon the bill above mentioned, believing that It promisee a 
remedy and a successful solution of the river problem, as did a similar 
enterprise by Capt. Eads at the month of the Mississippi Blver. 

Betolred, That we authorize our Executive Committee to prepare an 
address to the people of the great valley of the Mississippi River and its 
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tribntaries, presenang the matter to them and asking their co-operation 
by petition to their EepresenUOveB in Congress to approve the plan and 
pass the bill. 

Besolved, That the ExccuUtc Committee be authorized to prepare blank 
form of petidon to be inclosed wiUi the address, and send to the Conn^ 
Clerk or other prominent person In each of the cities and counties ol the 
States Interested, with a request that they procure signatures to said 
petition and forward the same to their Repress ntstives in Congress for

MiaatBSIFPI BITBB. 

Januart 3I>th. The Merchants' Exchange of St. Lonis has lor many 
years been foremost in recognizing the great importance of the Misslsaippi 
River as a factor of greatest influence in the regulation of transportation 
rates, and as the great artery through which the surplus products of the 
West could reach the markets of the world at the minimum cost of 
carriage. 

Consequently, the Merchants' Exchange, through its official Board, 
has continually urged upon the Congress of the United States the 
importance of continued and contlnous improvement of the waterways of 
the nation, and especially of the parent stream. 

The Board of Directors otthe Exchange once more calls upon the 
National Government for aid In making the great river o( the West navi- 
gable at all seasons of the year (except when closed by Ice) and to this 
end urges upon Congress the prompt passage of H. R. 3779, authorizing 
Messrs. Samuel and Mason, and their associates to improve the channel 
of the river by means of dredge lK>atE and portable Jetties; the compensa- 
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Uon therefor to be conUngeut upoa the obtaining &nd maintaining of » 
cburnel 6 feet deep and 200 feet wide between St. Louis and C&lro, &nd 7 
feet deep and 2G0 feet wide between Cairo and Vlcluburg. 

In urging this action by Congresa, this Board does notnieh in any way 
to iutertere witb tbe work of piermanentimproTement now going on under 
the direction of the able en^neers of the United States Army, but to pro- 
Tide for temporary relief to rlver commerce pending the permanent 
improvement of tlie river.

The Merchants' Exchange of St. Lonls has for misny 
years been foremost in recognizing the great Importance ot the MlsMsMppl 
River as a factor of greatest Influence in the regulation of transportation 
rates, and as the great artery through which the surplus products of the 
West could reach the markets of tiie world at the minimum cost of 
carriage. 

Consequently, the Merchants' Exchange through Its odSclal Board, 
has continually urged upon the Congress of the United States the 
importance of continued and continuous improvement of the waterways 
of the nation, and especially of the parent stream. 

The Board of Directors of the Exchange once more calls upon the 
National Government for ^d In making the great river of the West navi- 
gable at all seasons ot the year (except when closed by ice) and to this 
end urges upon Congress the prompt passage of B. B, 3779, authorizing 
Messrs. Samuel, Mason and their associates to improve the channel 
of the river by means ot dredge boats and portable jetties; the compensa- 
tion therefor to be contingent upon the obt&lnlng and maintaining ot a 
channel 6 feet deep and 200 feet wide between St. Louis and Cairo, and 7 
feet deep and 250 feet wide between Cairo and Vlcksburg. 

In urging this action by Congress this Board does not wish in any way 
to Interfere with or retard the work of permanent improvement now going 
on under the direction ot the able engineers of the United States Army; 
but on the contrary, wishes and urges that that work be prosecuted to a 
successful completion. But tn the meantime, the commerce of the river 
is lessening year by year, by reason of lack of a navigable channel, and 
we fear that, unless Immediate and continuous relief Is given by keeping 
shallow places dredged out, the business of the river will have entirely 
disappeared before the results expected from permanent Improvement 
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work mre realized, u)d we therefore urge tho pmsaage of H. B. ST79 In 
order that tempomy relief mar ^ ^^ pending the work of pemuoeat 
ImproTement.

Diplomatic negotiations with foreign countries would serve to make 
known the advantages of this country as a source of supply of hreadstufEs, 
provisions and manufactures, and many other articles of which this 
country has a surplus, and also bring to the knowledge ot our people the 
markets in which the articles needed here can be obtained at l)est advan-

Oemtlbubn— We would most earnestly protest against the provisions 
ot the River and Barbor Bill, which has just passed the House, In Its 
provision for the Improvement ot the MlsslBsippi River from St Louis to 
Vlckshnrg. We believe the building of levees should be specially pro- 
vided for by naming a definite amount to be expended for that purpose, 
and that the expenditure for the improvement of the navigable channel 
by dredging should likewise be provided for by a speclflc amount adequate 
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for the purpose. TbU section of Uie country bae reoeWed no practical 
1>eueflt to the navigable channel of the rlTcr after an expenditure of 
thirty -six million dollare for the general improvement of the river, and 
Inelst that appropriations shonld be so specifically applied aa to promlae 
early useful results to navigation. 

We wouldj therefore, most earnestly and respectfully ni^ upon you to 
use your beet efiorU to have the bill amended In the Senate, so that the 
respective Interests Intended to be provided tor shall each receive a just 
proportion of the appropriations. And we believe that rbe appropriation 
to be expended between Cairo and the mouth of the MlBBonri should be 
increased to one hundred and Ofty thooaand dollars annually for the Im- 
provement of the navigable channel by dred^ng, and we request that tbe 
Secretary of War be directed to authorlie the use of the dredge boats of 
the Mississippi River Comnilseion between St. Louis and Cairo whenever 
the same are not needed below Cairo.

The Improvement of the Mississippi River and Ita navigable tributaries 
has received the attention of the general government for many years, and 
much has been done for the improvement of navigation by the United 
States engineers \>j permanent improvement work, and later by use of 
dredge boats, and also by the building of jetties in South Pass by Capt. 
Eads, under contract with the government. 

The appropriation by the last Congress for the building and mttinten- 
ance of dredge boats, whereby the channel can be kept open during periods 
of low water, has proved the most effective means of securing a navigable 
channel, and it is the opinion of those most interested that the dredge 
eyst«m, when fully under way, will reenlt in securing an open river at all 

The building of the jetties in South Pass by Capt. Eads, under a con- 
tract with the government, opened up the month of the river to ocean 
vessels and has, up to this time, proved adequate tor the ocean tonnage 
coming to that port. 

The usefulness of the jetties, however, is now seriously threatened by 
a crevasse in Pass a L'Ontre, whlcb le withdrawing tbe water from the 
jetly channel, and causing shoaling at the head of the passes, which is a 
serious menace to free passage of ocean craft. 

The large increase in the size and in the number of ocean craft seeking 
the port of New Orleans has made it plain to those acquainted with the 
(aot that tbe present jetties will soon prove Insuffldent for the passage 
of the larger craft, nnd that at no distant day the necessities of commerce 
will require the improvement of the Sonthvest Pass. Tbe National 
Board of Trade, therefore, calls the attention of the Congress of the 
United States to these facts, and would earnestly reqnest: 

First:— That an immediate appropriation be made for the closing of the 
crevasse In Pass a L'Ontre for the purpose of maintaining tbe channel 
throagh the jetties. 
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Second :— Tbat legtslstion looking to the ImproTemcnt of the JetUee of 
the Southwest Fus be originated and the matter be referred to the Chief 
of Englneere to ascertain the necessltieB in the premlaes and the cost of 
the itnproTemeiit of the Southwest Pass In the near future.

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TORNADO, MAY 27, 1896. 



The a7tb day of May wilt long be remembered by tbe people of 
St. LonlB as Uie iaj when a great calamity visited tbe city. 

AlDout 6 o'clock p. M. a tornado or cyclone, coming from the south- 
west, struck the city and passed down tbe valley south of tbe railroad 
track, laying waste an area about two miles wide by three miles in leng^. 
Tbe storm was also severely felt in other portions of the city, near the 
river and north of Its general course, but no serious damage was dona 
«scept upon, tbe river, where a number of boats and other craft were 
damaged or destroyed. 

A heavy raLoBtorm aocompanied the tornado, increasing tbe horrors of 
the situation, and seriously impeding the work of rescuing the wounded 
and caring for the shelterless. 

The dCTHstated district was In darkness, all electric tight plants having 
been disabled and miles of poles and wires destroyed. In many places 
the gas was also cut oft. Several flres occnrred, which happily were ex- 
tinguished by the rain. Every street railroad in the city was disabled 
and traffic completely suspended. Tbe Olive Street Cable Lhie, however, 
escaped serious damage and was able to resome service later in the 
evening, but thousands of people were compelled to walk to their homes 
in tbe blinding rain. Railroad traffic was also entirely suspended, no 
trains leaving or entering tbe city during tbe night The gloom that pre- 
vaded tbe city dnring that eventfnl night can better be imagined than 
described. When the morning broke the full force of the disaster was 
realized. 

As the members gathered on 'Change Che one prevailing thought was 
the desire to extend immediate help to those who had been rendered 
houseless and homeless. No attempt was made to transact business. At 
12 o'clock President Spencer called a meeting of tbe members and sug- 
gested that a subscription be at once started and committees appointed to 
look after the unfortunate. .Uthongh the attendance was slight, many o( 
the merchants being absent engaged In looking after their own homes or 
those of their friends who resided In tbe stricken district, the sum of 
tI6,000 was subscribed in a few moments, and a General Executive Com- 
mittee appointed to prosecute the good work. This Committee met at 
once and appointed sub-committees to solicit funds, and other committees 
to distribute relief, with full authority to take charge ot the work, and 
appointed sub- committees. 

The St. Louis Provident Association, the St. Vincent de Pant Society, 
tbe Hebrew Relief Association, the Ladies Emergency Aid Society, the 
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South BroBdvay Herchante' AesocUUon, and otbere aflered tbelr serrlcee, 
and were placed in charge of sub-districts. Immediate relief In the shape 
of food, clothlngj furniture and bedding was freely given, and at the end 
o( two weeka eTery Itnown sufferer by the storm had been fed, clotlied 
and housed. Then the aystematic work of InveatlgaUon was taken np and 
relief extended to many who had not applied for aid at the various dJe- 
tricts. As nearly as can be ascertained at>out 8,000 families, representing 
40,000 persons, were assisted. 

The call of the committee for money to cany on the work of relief was 
responded to in a most liberal manner by the people of St. LouEs, and 
generous subacriptions were also received from outside the city. The 
amount reoeWed by the Herchants' Exchange Belief Committee and the 
Be-Building Committee was 1267,430.49. In addition (4,101.00 was col. 
lected from the public schools, {3,624.37 by the Broadway Merchants' 
Association, and a very Urge amount, e8tlmat«d at over S100,000, was dis- 
tributed personally by friends and neighbors. A large quantity of cloth- 
ing, bedding, etc., etc., was also donated, some of which was distributed 
by the general committee and the balance by individuals. So it Is safe to 
say that aid to the amount of $400,000 was rendered to the tornado 
sufferers. 

It was a matter of bolti surprise and congratulation that bo few persons 
lost tbeir lives, In view of the great deatmction of houses. The official 
report, as furnished by the Health Department, is as follows:

Dbar Sik : In submittlDg to yon and to the members ot the Exchange 
my Thirty -second Annnal Report of the Trade and Commerce of St. Loais, 
I am happy to be able to show that while the past year, like the two pre- 
ceding ones, has been one o( dullness and dlscouragemeDts thronghout all 
the land, our city, although sharing in the genera! depregslon, has not 
Buffered more, bnt really less than many other large cities. 

The volume of trade has lessened and profits in most all Hues have 
been slight, and in some caaee there hag been a loss, bnt taken as a whole 
St. Louis has held her own, with no failures of any magnitude and with 
no discouragements as to the future. 

I have endeavored in my report to present facta carefully collected 
from reliable Bonrces as to tbe general bnsiness ot the city that does not 
come under the immediate observation of the Exchange. 

The stallBtlcB kept in my office, as turnisbed by tiie variouB transporta- 
tion lines, are carefully collected and can be relied upon as a correct 
presentation of the trade Iq those lines. 

You have so fully covered the afiairs of the Association in the report 
of the Board of Directore presented at the annual meeting that I need not 
present them again. 

Suffice to Bay that the Herohanta' Exchange stands, as ever, the fore- 
most representative of the buainesB life and activity of the city and Ib the 
guardian ot its commercial honor and progress. Its twenty-four hundred 
members represent the buBlness pulse of the ci^, and are keenly alive to 
the duties and responslbil Ides Incumbent upon them. 

Please accept for yourself and for tlie of Board of Directors my sincere 
gratitude for the many acts ot confidence and respect shown me during 
the year. It has been to me one of pleasant association which I shall ever 
recall with sincere satisfaction,

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ST. LOUIS IN 1896. 



The City of St. Loub yraa never w> constantly or congpicuouelr before 
the people ot the United States us during the year 1696. ThU wag mainly 
in conieiiuence of the conventione held in it, but was olio in a lar^ 
measure due to the manner in which Its financial and other institutions 
passed throngb the disturbing period precedlog the election. During the 
panic of 18B3 St. Louis enjoyed the enviable distinction of being the oitly 
. very large city in which there was no hank failure. The same might 
be said in almost the same words with regard to 1696. There has Indeed 
been no failure ol this kind in St. Louie for more than ten years. The 
bank clearings for the year 1SS6 were $810,000,000. Since then they have 
increased some fifty per cent, a gain which has been legltimale in every 
respect, and a fair Indes of the progress of a city of which It is often said, 
with truth, that it has never had either a "boom'' or a "reaction." Year« 
of plenty cannot, in the natural order of things, be looked for as regular 
events. The year just closed was a year of anxiety and perplexity through- 
out the entire country, and it is only fair that St. Louis should congratulate 
Itself on the general immunity from commercial disaster, the compara- 
tively small falling off in business, and tbe marked progress In so many 
directions. Of the calamity of May 27th, which excited the sympathy <rf 
the entire civilized world, mention is made elsewhere. 

The Impression has been general throughout the United States that 
St. Louis trade was suffering less than that of any other large city, and the 
returns lor the year prove this to have been correct. This has attracted 
to the city both capital and people. Eastern capital in very large snms 
has been placed in the bands of St. Louis agents for loaning on good real 
estate security, the rai« of interest being as low as 6 and even 4J^ per cent. 
At the close of the year at least $6,000,000 of outside capitAl was available 
for lending on these terms, a fact which speaks well for the city's repn- 
tfttjon for solidity. 

That there should have been a large Increase In population under these 
Giroumatances is not to be wondered at. The directory estimate claims a 
g^n for the year of about 8,000, putting the present population at about 
811,000. For the first time in the city's history a thoroughly reliable 
means of estimating population between census years was furnished in 
October. This was tbe precinct registration under the new election law. 
The total registration was nearly 134,000, and more than 131,000 citizens 
were declared eligible to vote at the national election. It is usual to 
oUim Ave times as many people as there are voters, hut the estimate above 
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referred to allowe but nine persoDS to every two registered voters. In 
other words the claim tbat St. Louis Is now Id the HOOjOOO class Is evidently 
well-founded, and there Is much to be said In favor of the argument that 
It ought to be In the million class in less than ten years. 

A grati^ing incresse in the number of inhabited houses Is shown bj 
the water revenue returns. The actual receipts from water license were 
£1,346,721, or an increase of $66,000 over the total for 1895. This increase 
is nearly five times as great as that reported a year ago. 

The city's growth during the last sixteen or seventeen years is further 
proved by the tact that the income from the water daring the year 1880 
was about S600,000. The annual consumption of water has increased from 
9,000,000,000 gallons at the be^nning of the eighties to more than 20,000,- 
000,000, and provision has been made for a still further heavy increase. 
The city now owns 600 miles of water pipe. In 1880, 200 miles of pipe 
answered all requirements. During the last few years the average ex- 
penditure annually for the betterment of the water supply of St. Louis has 
been about $1,000,000. 

No delays have occurred In tbe construction of the new Water Worksat 
the Chain of Bocks. The plant is already one of the most perfect and 
complete In the country, with a pumping capacity of 100,000,000 gallons 
daily. The immense settling tanks have not yet been bronght into 
genei^l use. It is believed that they will do away with the objection to 
onr water on the ground of Its appearance, which is at Umee muddy. 
Plans for filtration are also under consideraljon. 

The sewer mileage has been increased to an unusually large extent 
during tbe year, and work Is now in progress on one of the largest district 
sewers ever constructed in the city. The excellence ol the water supply and 
sewer system, coupled with the proverbially healthy climate, continue to 
keep the death rate of St. Louis abnormally low. In ldl>6 tbe number of 
deaths was 9,6B7. Estimating the population at 600,000 only, this shows 
a mortality rate of 16.5 per 1,000. Few large cities In the world have a 
death rate as low as 20. 

During the year 3,029 new buildings were erected, and the estimated 
frontage of the ground thus removed from the unimproved list was 161,600 
feet, or more than twenty -eight miles. Building has been more active 
than street making. While twenty-eight miles of streets have been built 
up, on one side at least about eighteen miles of streets have been recon- 
structed, and comparatively new thoronghfares have been opened. The 
introduction of brick paving on several streets running north and soatli in 
the West End, and the increase in the mileage of east and west streets 
reconstructed on the boulevard plan, have both met with much favor and 
promise to add materially to the advantages of our city tor residence 
purposes. 

The year 1S96 will also be remembered as the one in which the under- 
ground wire problem was, as is hoped, finally solved. The Municipal 
Assembly has passed a measure which it is believed will lead to tbe imme- 
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diate burial of the wires, in at least the central portion of St. LoniB. The 
number of applieations to the Board of Public Improvements, under the 
ordinance, has been tar in es cess of ezpeetation and Indicates a general 
desire on the part of wire-using companies to do for their own sake what 
all well-wiBhere of the city have so ardently desired. The overhead wires 
have long been an eyesore and a source of danger. Visitors who have 
expressed delight at the city's general appearance and progress have asked 
in vain why the wires were not burled. In a very few'years the question 
will be unnecessary. The burying of the wires in front of Ihe Union 
Station has already been accomplished with most satisfactory results. 

The suggestions made by the Mayor as to the advisability of a change 
in the charter, or In the Stale laws, allowing St. Louis to borrow Sl<).'J00,OUO 
for necessary public Improvements, has drawn attention to the city's 
remarkable sound financial condition. The total municipal debt is now 
$20,&47,7I1, with a total assessed valuation of $3JR,940,150. The sniallness 
of this debt will be realized when it Is remembered that it Is much less 
than the value of the monthly product of our factories, and less than the 
total annual business transacted In either boots or shoes, dry goods, 
groceries, or tobacco, to name a few lines at random. St. Louis compares 
most favorably In this respect with other cities, and hag in consequence 
been able to renew maturing obligations at esceptlonally low and con- 
stantly decreasing rates of interest. 

In spite of delays of various characters considerable progress has been 
made on the new City Hall, and it is expected that most of the depart- 
ments will be able to move tn during the present year' The Collector and 
Assessor have been occupying their new quarters In the bulldingfor several 
months. The old CiQ^ Hall will be closed as soon as possible and the site 
sold. 

The Exposition had another prosperous season, neither the bard times, 
the counter attraction of political oratory, nor the proverbial ill-luck 
which superstition would demand of a thirteenth year, reducing the at- 
tendance to any appreciable extent. The actual receipts during the 
Exposition season were in excess of £103,000, and although S10,000 of this 
went to the Tornado Fund, there was still a handsome balance of proflt. 
ThDS was another record broken, for no other city has been able to insin- 
tain an annual Exposition, let alone on a profitable basis. 

Encouraged by this success, and with a view to still further increasing 
its usefulness, the directors of this institution have decided to remodel the 
building so as to provide a permanent auditorium or coliseum. The En- 
tertainment Hall and the North nave will be sacrirlced If the plan proposed 
Is sanctioned by the Municipal Assembly. In their place there will be an 
auditorium measuring about 31S by 1B2, considerably larger than the 
arena in Madison Square Gardens, New York. By the sul>stitution of a 
truss roof for the present one, supporting columns will be made unneces- 
sary, and a clear view for all spectators secured. There is to be a ring 
suitable for horse shows, circuses, military and other drills, bicycle races. 
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athletic entertainments, and so forth. This will be about 223 feet In its 
greatest length and about 113 feet wide, ao that it will also be av^Iable 
tor a miniature indoor fair, prior to or during the Exposition season. 
Without great expense the seating capclly could be increased to 12,000 at 
short notice, so tliat another jnstflcatlon of the title, "the Convention 
City" will be torthcomtng. It is believed that the popularity' of the an- 
nual Exposition will be increased by the change, as many additional 
attractions will be possible. Bonds to the amount of {160,000 are to be 
issued to cover the cost, subject of course to the settlement of necessary 
prellDinaries and the approval of all Interested. 

Eighteen hundred and ninety-six was easily the banner year of St. 
Louis in regard to the number and nature of conventions held in It. The 
reputation of St. Louis as a convention city had already been established. 
Thirty years ago a very important river convention was held In the old 
Mercantile Library Hall, and in 1872 a National Commercial Convention 
followed. In 1676 there was a National Ballroade Convention, and In the 
following year the Democratic National Convention was held In the Mer- 
chants' Exchange Hall. In 1888 St. Louis wasagaln selected for the Dem- 
ocratic Convention, which was held in the north nave of the Exposition 
Building. Kany other important conventions were held during the 'SO's, 
Including the Cattlemen's gathering, the Knights Templar Conclave, tbe 
Grand Army re-unton, and other gatherings of special interest, each of 
them bringing a vast number of people to the cily. 

The year 18S6 was rendered conspicuous from a convention standpoint 
from the fact that the Bepubllcan party for the flrst time held its nomi- 
nating convention In the city. A special auditorium was erected for this 
gathering on a portion of Washington Park, just south of tbe new City 
Hall. This building contained upwards of 18,000 seats, was handsomely 
decorated, and declared to be one of the most convenient convention halls 
ever placed at the disposal of a great political party. The same ball was 
subsequently used for the People's Party Convention and for the annual 
gathering of the Democratic National Clubs. These three pollUcal con- 
ventions established a record lor St. Louis, and kept It prominently before 
the reading public for several months. During the fall there were other 
conventions of an unusally Important character. Including those of the 
Bankers' Association, and of the American Street Railway Association. 
Hany of the Delegates and visitors to these different gatherings had not 
visited the city for some years and were much impressed with tbe progress 
made, particularly in the business section, since they were last here. The 
following is a list of some of the most Important conventions held In St.

One o( the moat eatisfaclory features of the conventions was the ease 
with which the immense crowd of delegates and vUilors found snltable 
secommodadon. The great increase in the hotel accommodation in 
St. Louis, referred to In recent reports, proved of great advantage to the 
ci^. The local committees of arrangements prepared a register of 
boarding houses and private residences where visitors could be accom- 
modated outside of the hotels. It is slated that there was accommodation 
for 30,000 more people than made application, and that there was no 
uncomfortable overcrowding. This fact, coupled with other advantages 
enjoyed by St. Louis as a convention clly, occasioned much favorable 
comment, and will lead to the bringing to St. Louis of a large number of 
important conventions in the future. Just at the close of the year plans 
were announced for still further increasing the hotel accommodation o( 
the city. 

St. Louis has more than maintained its position as the best equipped 
city Id thevforld in the matter of rapid transit facilities. During the 
year 57 miles of newlj constructed tracks, either within the city limits or 
in the county, but directly connected with city roads, have been opened 
opened for traffic. The total single track mileage Is now 360, of which 
317 miles are within the city limits, and about 43 miles in sections of 
St. Louis County whlcb are so closely connected with St. Louis as to be 
part of the city in every respect, save as municipal government and taxa- 
tion. There has been no change In the cable road mileage, which 
continues to he a little less than 34 miles. All the new construction work 
bar been done on electric roads. 

According to the latest returns, the nnmber of miles of single track 
operated by each of the large systems is as follows: Union Depot 
Company, 74.05 miles; Lindell, 65,09 miles; St. Louis & KIrkwood, 10 
miles; Missouri Railroad Company, Inclnding the Olive Street cable, and 
the Laclede & Tower Qrove. Electric divisions, 97.04 miles; Southern 
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Railway, 33,57 mllee; St. Louie ft Suburban, 28.64, about to be locreasedto 
33 miles; Manchester road or St. Louia & Heramec River, 19.35 miles; 
Cass Avenue & Fair Qrounds Company, Including the old Cass Avenue, 
Northern Central and Union lines, 84.47 miles; Citizens' Railway, 1B.36 
miles; St. Louia Railroad, 28.74 miles; Jefferson Avenue, 6.87 miles. 

These figures do not include the mileage of Fiorissant Avenue exten- 
BtoB, the Forest Parte & Clayton, the Fourth - Street & Arsenal, the 
Midland, the 8t, Louis County, and the Delmar & Clayton Company, whose 
total mileage is aboat 17 miles. 

The most extraordinary feature In regard to the development of rapid 
transit interests in and around St. Louis Is in the matter of eonnty exten- 
sions or new roads. A year ago, the only road in operation beyond the 
city limits which ran any appreciable distance, was the county division of 
the 81. Louis & Suburban between the city limits and Florissant, a dis- 
tance of nearly 11 miles. This was the old Xarrow Gauge road. Earljr 
in the year the first electric road through the thiclily settled suburban 
districts and towns, lying between the limits ol the Twenty-seventh Ward 
and the Meramec River, was opened for traftlc. This is a slngle-traclc line 
running from the southwest comer of Forest Parii In an almost direct line, 
through the cities of Webster and KiFknood to Merautec Highlands, a dis- 
tance of exactly ten miles. The necessity of rapid transit comniimicatlon 
through this district had been recognized for some time, and franchises 
had been In existence for three or tour years. The opening of the road 
was watched with much interest. It was equipped iv-ith the most costly 
cars and from the first day did a very heavy business. Its prosperity was 
marred by an nnfortunate collision, but otherwise It has more than met 
the expectations of lis projectors. 

This tact is of interest as indicating the growth of the city In a south- 
westerly direction. ITie subdivisions or towns of Shrewsbury Park, Old 
Orchard, Webster Groves, Tuxedo Park, Webster Park and Kirkwood, 
with others in the same direction, are practically suburbs ol St. Louis. It 
has been stated repeatedly that a large majority of the householders and 
owners — there are comparatively few reniers—are St. Louis business or 
professional men, whose interests are entirely identified with our city. The 
heavy business which the electric road has been called upon to do proves 
the accuracy of this statement. The entire section lying between the city 
limits and the western limite of the city of Kirkwood is rapidly becoming 
urbanized. Franchises have been granted for fumlshlng light and water 
and many ot the streets are admirably lighted and paved at the present 
Ume. The population is steadily increasing, and twice during the year 
the question of the advisability ol extending the city limits of St. Lonis 
has been agitated. 

Another county electric road, which is even more strictly a product of 
1396 is the Uanchester road line. This was constructed during the winter 
of 1896-96 and opened for operation In the spring of the latter year. The 
cars on this line run direct from Sixth and Locust streets out Into the 
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couDt7 about a mile beyond Webster. ContracUi have been let lor estend- 
tng the traukfl out to tbe Heramec River. ThU I* a double track road 
tbrougbout, and In order to avoid heavy grade* at tbe eroiwliifc of the 
MUsouri Pairiflc Kallroad near Gdgebrook, a viaduct wa« i>oQ«lriicted v*t- 
lylng the tracks over the railroad property, and alKO the Klver de« Perec 
Valley which parallelB It. This viaduct wa« lonpected during tbe Street 
Ballway Convention tn the tall by the delegates to altendaoce. and all 
agreed it was tbe largest viaduct ever conctrui-ted exclusively tor an 
electric road. Its entire length Is 1,000 (eet and Itn greatest height about 
60 feet. It is supported by six heavy pillars, and has been tested to 790,000 
pounds. It Ib of steel conatmctlon and cost more than $50,000. Althoogta 
run In connection with the Suburban road lis eiiuipmeni Is entirely new 
and is the product of 1oc.b1 factories. The tine not only gives an alterna- 
tive route to and from Webster and adjoining suburbi<, but it ali>o nuu 
througe tbe subdivisions or sections of Ihe city known as Cheltenham, 
Clifton Heights, Benton and EUendale, all of which were formerly de- 
pendent. entirely upon the steam railways lor transporiation to and froni 
the business portion ol the city. The Influence ol both of these roads 
upon the growth of the city and the county adjoining Is expected to be 
marked. 

Another electric road, connecting with a city line, and running into the 
county, which has been brought into prominence during the last few 
weeks, is the line to Jefferson Barracks. This road rung from the extreme 
southern limits of tbe city through a portion of the Government reserva- 
tion to within a few hundred feet of the barracks. 

Tbe Forest Park and Clayton Railway affords diret't communication 
between St. Louis and the county seat of the county of the same name. 
Tbis road has nearly two miles of track in tbe city llrolls, and nearly three 
miles beyond it. It connects with the LIndell Company at Forsj^the 
Junction, and Is of great convenience to professional and business men 
having business at the courts and offlcet at tbe county seat. The cars are 
operated hy electricity. 

Another county electric road which has extended Its Cracks materially 
during tbe year is the Midland Company, which connects with the Sub- 
urban Road at the extreme western city timils and runs out on Pag« 
Avenue. The terminus of this line was formerly at Hanley Road, about 
two and one-third miles out. More than two miles of additional track 
were built during tbe year, and a franchise secured authorizing a further 
exl«aston to Creve Cceur Lake. 

What may be described as tbe only horse car line In or near St. Lonia 
is the St. Louis County Ballway, which connects with the Citizens' and 
Suburban Roads at Easton Avenue, and runs a shoiit distance towards the 
suburb of Normandy. Various plans have been announced during the past 
few months for its reconstruction and extension. 

The work ol street railway building tn the county appears to have only 
begun. A franchise has been granted by the county court for a road to 
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run from the citj limits near Gravoia Avenue out through the town of 
Fenton, and thence through St. Loala and Jefterson counties to the 
picturesque village of Horee's Mills, a total distance of twenty-seven 
miles. A franchise has also been granted for a north and south road run- 
ning from South Webster to Baden. The route of this road practically 
parallels the city Umtta, from one-haU to one mile beyond them. 

The city roads have made a substantial gain in the number of passen- 
gers carried. The offlcial returns for the year show that the number of 
passengers carried was 113,181,073, independentof about 10,000,000 rides on 
transfer ticliets. This Is an increase of more than 8 per cent as compared 
with the total tor 18flG. The figures for that year showed a slight increase 
over the year preceding. In order, however, to appreciate the extent of 
the street railroad trafflc, and the remarkable progress made during the 
last few years, It is necessaiy to remember tbat the number of fares collected 
is more than twice as large as It was ten years ago. It is also interesting 
to note that while at the present time there is not one mile of a street 
railway In the city of St. Lonis operated by animal traction, It Is less than 
eleven years since the first cable road was opened, and but six years since 
electric power was introduced, almost as an experiment. 

There has been comparatively little new construction worb in the cit? 
limits during 1896, although a great deal of traclc nearly completed a year 
ago has been got into perfect order. About five miles of new work has 
been done on the Sub urban -Manchester system, as well as four or five 
miles on different divisions of the Llndell, whose total mileage is about 
ten per cent in excess ofjtbe total reported last year. During the winter 
months two of the roads running into the Nortuwestem Wards have 
been extended. There has been a general Improvement In the service. 
The Olive Street Cable has been ^ven an entirely new equipment, and 
the old open grip-cars have t>een superseded by another type. The 
Southern Electric Company has put In an equipment of long eight- 
wheel cars and practically abolished the double-train or tr^ler system. 

National trade reports for the year 1396 al! record a setback. Some 
authorities esUmate the loss In business at a bigb percentage; others 
figure out that the falling off was smaller. 

These conditions being national In character, tbepoint to be considered 
in a (altliful review of the local situation is simply to what extent did cir- 
cumstances, over which St. Louis had no control, hamper its development 
and injure its trade and commerce. Reliable hoBses have been consulted 
in all the leading lines of business, and other sources of authentic 
information have been taken advantage of. The result is clear. St. Louis 
trade suffered more or less in 1896. In some lines the loss was heavy; in 
others it was light. In others again the natural expansion, aided by 
exceptional enterprise, oSset national difficulties, and there was no loss 
at all. In a few lines the actual cash receipts in 1S96 were larger than 
in 1895. 

Summing up the reports from various sources, and comparing them 
with those of a national character, it may be said with safely that St. Louis 
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tr&de and commerce weathered tbe etorme of 18M better than any other 
lai^ cit7 in the Union. As usual this city's trade was the last to realize 
that there was a panic at all, and tbe first to feel the rebound which fol- 
lowed the inertia of Hept«mber and October. By December St. Louis 
businese bad once more become normal. During the first full week in 
December the clearings ot the 8t. Louis banks showed an Increase of one 
per cent over those for the corresponding week ot ItfOS. Those of tbe 
entire country were six per cent below the 1886 figures, as compared with 
an actual, although small, Increase In St. Louis. The month ended even 
better than it began, the total clearings being $112,904,317, a gain over 
December, 1895, of 3)4 per cent, Tbe month's total was the second best 
on record in tbe history of the city, and business men, as well as finan- 
ciers, regard this as an indication that 1897 will not be called upon to pay 
any debu of doubt left by Its predecessors. This fact Is still more clearly 
shown by the magnlflcent showing of the banks and Clearing Hous<; for 
tbe first week of 1897. The clearings amounted to $:{1,G79,402, an Increase 
of nearly 50 per cent over the total for the last week ot tbe old year, and 
of 22 per cent over the total tor its first week. A new weekly record was 
also established. 

The total clearings for the year were $1,158,602,360. During some of 
the campaign weeks, sensational reductions were reported, and it is » 
matter for surprise, as well as congratulation, that the actual decrease for 
the entire year was less than seven per cent. Tbe six best years reported 
by the St. Louis Clearing House have been as follows :

It will be observed that the difference between 1892 — so frequently 
alluded to as St. Louis' banner year on account of its great real estate 
activity— and 1896, was but {73,000,000, or less than six per cent. 

During the last few days of the year a step was taken which will tend 
to mat«rially increase the city's clearings. This was the signing of a con- 
tract between the Clearing House Association and tbe Government, 
whereby St. Louis Sub-Treasury became a member of tbe Clearing House. 
The annual transactions between tbe banks and the sub-treasury are 
about $180,000,000, and the advantages of the change in the method of 
settling the indebtedness will be two-fold. It will ot necessity increase 
the volume of the clearings, which have never been as high in St. Louis 
as the actual business done would seem to warrant; it will also expedite 
business and avoid tbe risk of carrying money to and from tbe banks and 
the Federal building. It is the latter reason which m^nly led to the nego- 
tiations, but the former result will be ot no small importance. 
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Reports from the leading h&rdware houses indicate little or no falling 
off In the volume ot hardware business. The jobbing in tbis line is ez- 
oeediDgly large, the business aggregating from $13,000,000 to S13,000,000 
annually. There has been no marked attempt made during the ^ear to 
invade new territory, the conditions of business generally not having jus- 
tified any heavy outlay In this direction. There has been enough natural 
Increase In the shipping business to about offset the falling off in local 
trade, and to use the words of the Vice-President of one of the estab- 
lishments, "the situation of the trade as stated In last year's merchants' 
Exchange report has undergone no change worthy of mention." As 
the business for 1895 was by far the best on record In this line the state- 
ment coming from so reliable a source must be considered exceedingly 
encouraging. Shipments are made to all parts of the country, and those 
in an Eastern direction are increasing both In number and In value. As 
explained lost year the totals glvep do not include such accessories to the 
hardware trade aa stamped, granite and tinware, the business of which 
probably amounts to $2,600,000. 

Beports as to stoves and ranges differ. If an average be drawn it 
would appear aa though there was little change to record in the actual 
volume of sales. 

The sporting goods trade, which showed an enormous Increase in 18!)5 
over the preceding year, shows a falling off In some branches. There has, 
however, been an Immense increase In the sale of bicycles, and, on the 
whole, it Is stated that the total in the various lines handled by sporting 
goods houses is a little better than last reported. The bicycle dealers have 
formed a loi^al Cycling Board of Trade, and the business has assumed pro- 
portions of great magnitude. One peculiar feature of It Is the blending of 
the wholesale and retail features. The same houses which ship bicycles, 
sometimes even In carload lots, sell single wheels to individuals. Prices 
are much lower on an average than a year ago, though standard prices are 
Btill maintained in quite a number of makes or patterns. N otolith standing 
this reduction In prices, the total receipts for tlie yearwere fully $2,000,000 
as compared with about $1,600,000 in 1895, and about $1 ,000,000 In 1894. 

In addition to the exclusive sporting goods bouses and bicycles depots 
« large number of wheels were sold In connection with other trades. 
Among the lines specially affected by this competition, that In saddlery 
and harness Is prominent, and in some cases old established houses in this 
line have added bicycle departments. Qencral reports in regard to the 
saddlery trade, In which St. Louis has for so many years led the United 
States, are very discouraging. There are exceptions, however, and one 
house reports no material falling off In business. The depression In this 
particular line Is, of course, national in character. 

St. Louis has, still by far, the largest woodenware house in the world. 
It also leads all clHes In the United States In Its business In tbis specialty, 
Ibe quantity and value of the goods handled being largely in excess of the 
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local m&nutacture. No reports ftre fortbcomiDg u totbe relKtive business 
of last and preceding years, but It is stated that U no gain was made tbere 
was no serious falling off In any brancb. 

Reference will be made in another article to the immeose business done 
by St. Louis in tobacco. St. Louis also manufactures a very large number 
of cigars. It is also becoming CM>nsplcuous as one ol tbe largest inland 
cigar jobbing centera in the United States. One bouse alone transacted 
business In excess of a million doilars in 1896. During two months of tbe 
year there was an aimoet absolute dearth of orders. Duriog tbe remainder 
of the year buelnesB was good, and especially during the month of Decem- 
ber. There was a slight falling oft la the total volume of business lor the 
year, aggregating between five and six per cent. The total inanufactnTed 
being 53,134,613 pounds as against 67,447,310 pounds the previous year. 

The dry goods business during 1806 was satisfactory. In spite of adverse 
conditions Uiere was no general falling off in the wholesale and jobbing 
trade. There was a marked shrinkage during the fall, but there was sui- 
dcient Improvement during the spring and summer to offset this. During 
November and December there was a distinct improvement In conditions, 
and the prospects for the new year are escellent. The number of St. Louis 
dry goods jobbing honses has been reduced In the last two years by the 
retirement of two prominent drms, but the trade has been retained to the 
clly, and the existing houses have made enongh progress to prevent a fall- 
ing oft in totals. 

An unuanally large number of traveling men are now out on the road 
and substantial gains over the tradeof last year are anticipated. The most 
substantial increase in business last year, and indeed during the last five 
years, was in Tesas and the Southwest. In Texas particularly St. Louis 
has more than held Its own against compeUtlon. The ali-wat«r route 
from New York was at one time regarded as a serious handicap to St. Louis 
jobbers, but this has been overcome, and increased business secured 
throughout the entire Stale. Corresponding gains have been made in the 
Southeastern States, and particularly In Georgia, with most flattering 
prospects. As an evidence of the expansion of tbis trade In all directions 
It may be mentioned that one house reports the best gains In Utah and 
South DakoU. 

In retail dt; goods It Is reported that figures have been close, and that 
profits have in some Instances been smaller. Tbe large department stores 
do not announce the totals of their annual sales, the figures of which 
would make very interesting reading. The number of sales Is generally 
reported to have I>een larger, although any comparison as to volume of 
business done would be a mere guess. One branch of the budnese which 
has Improved hag been in country orders. The area over which free, or 
inexpensive, deliveries are made has been enlarged, and what was referred 
to in last year's report as a "retail jobbing trade" has done a great deal 
during the last twelve months to justify the expression. 

The hat and cap trade during the year was very satisfactory to those 
engaged in it. Although no increase is reported In the general trade there 
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was a gala In Bome psrtlcalar Unee, notably In the manufacture of sttfi and 
Bilk ha.ta. St. Louis continues to be the beat soft felt hat market in the 
United St&tes. These hats are principally made in the East and shipped to 
St. Louie for distributjon. The tendency towards manufacturing euppltes 
locaily has grown during the year, and electric power has been applied to 
newly periected machinery for this purpose. One new factory of sub- 
stantial dimensions has been opened up and wholesalers in this line have 
continued to secure more pretentions quarters and greatly increased floor 
space. The area covered by the distribution continues to be exceedingly 
large, the Southern and Southwestern trade being perhaps the most profit- 
able and expansive. Judging from orders received during the last month 
or six weeks the output tor the current year should be largely in excess of 
the beet figures yet attained. 

Conservative estimates place the approximate aggregate sales of all the 
drug, chemical and pharmaceutical houses in the cllj last year at about 
$20,000,000. A slight decrease, not exceeding 10 per cent, is reported in 
the drug business as compared with 1896, hut the total Is much larger than 
that of four or five years ago. St. Louis has still by tar the largest drug 
house in the United States. In addition to the vast territory already 
covered by St. Louis drug houses, an excellent trade has been secured in 
Oregon, North and South Dakota and Minnesota, In which Stales the 
growth in bnsiness during the last two or three months has been con- 
spicuous. It is also to be noted that in special lines connected with the 
dmg business an increase of a most desirable character has been effected. 
The demand for St. Louis goods In the East has been better, and several 
local concerns have established profitable connections in the New England 
States. The prospects in tbe«e kindred lines ore excellent for 1897. It Is 
known that stocks have run low In many cases and that larger orders than 
usual will be result.

^\'ben tbe census was t&kea )□ 1890 St. Louis wae found to be tbe fi(tb 
largest eity in tbe United States In tbe matter of population, and also fiftb 
in order o( the total value of the annuat manufactured produpt. Since then 
tbe increase in tbe output of our local factoties has been so rapid that 
St. Ijouis has undoubtedly entered into tbe fourth place. The absorption 
of Brooklyn by Greater New York, o( course, removes the former from 
tbe Held of individual competition. Six years ago Brooklyn was pro- 
ducing about £10,00(1.000 annually more than St. Louis. There is little 
doubt that tbe increase Id the St. Louis output amounts to fully eighty 
millions, and that at the present time our factories are producing at the 
rate of about $35,000,000 per raootb, or 8300,000,000 per annum. In 1880 
the value of the product In St. Louis was $114,000,000. Then St. Louis 
was in tbe sixth place, being led by New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Brooklyn and Boston, which last city St. Louis, has Id point of manufac- 
turing, since outdistanced. Going back still further, it nill be noted that 
just prior to tbe war St. Louis was the ninth manufacturing city in the 
country, following three cities besides those already named. The gain 
has been constant and persistent duiiog the last thirty or thlrty-tlTe years, 
anditbascontinuedsteadilyduring tbe present decade in spite of tbe panic 
of 1893, and the periods of flnancial uncertainty and want of confidence 
which have followed it. 

It is not tbe province of this review to trace at any length the causes 
of the supremacy of SI. Lonie in manufactures. One or two of them ma;, 
however, be mentioned without going Into minute detail. The low price 
of coal and the abundance of tbe supply from the Southern Illioois coml 
fields Is an argument of great weight with manufacturers in search of new 
locations. The average price of coal suitable for power -producing par- 
poses is variously stated at between $1.10 and $1.30 per ton. This Is far 
cheaper than regular and reliable quotations In any other large citj' in tbe 
country. In some classes of manufacture, where the cost of the raw ma- 
terial Is com(>aratively light, this difference in the expense incident to tbe 
creation of power amounts to a handsome profit on the entire huslaess 
done. 

Proximit7 to the base of supplies is another reason which cannot be 
. ignored. St. Louis is situated in the center of the great Uississlppl 
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Valley, aptif and accuraMly deacribed as the most lerMle valley in the 
world. Vegetable, mineral and Indeed all producU abound In it, and the 
supply ol lumber of almost every description Is especially good. It Is 
frequently said that St. Louis has within a radius o( Ave hundred miles a 
larger population than can be found In a sitnllar radius of any other city. 
What wonld appear to be of more Immediate Importance Is the 
acknowledged fact that within a day's railroad journey of St. Louis more 
diversllled and abundant supplies needed lor manufactures of almost 
every description can be secured, than within a similar distance, measured 
either by time or space, of any other city. 

That this fact is recognlied by the leading financiers of Europe as well 
as America, is evidenced by the following extract from a letter recently 
addressed by Baron Rothschild to the Prime Minister of England: "The 
third great re^on (of wealth production) is around St. Louis. The soil 
of all the surrounding States, the coal fields of Illinois and Missouri, the 
iron and other minerals ol Missouri, Arkansas and Oklahoma, the great 
forest wealth, and the great waterways are the principal factors." 

As a distributing point St. Louis also oSers the most exceptional in- 
ducements to manufacturers. No greater mistake can be made than to 
attempt to build up a dividing line between the manufacturer, the jobber 
and the wholesaler. In St. Louis, at any rate, it has been found that 
almost invariably the greatest progress in manufacturing is made In those 
lines in which the most energy is displayed and the greatest success 
attained In jobbing and distribution. 

No better illustration of this can be obttdned tban in our boot and shoe 
trade. During 1S06, 863,252 cases of shoes were received in St. Louis from 
New England and other factories for dlstributioD through Its wholesale 
houses. From New England alone, St. Louis received about 684,000 cases 
as compared with only 310,000 cases in 1691, and acomparatlvely Inslgnill- 
cant number In 1886. This enormous Importation of manufactured goods 
from other cities, instead of hampering local manufacturing, acted as a 
sttmuLus to It. When the. census of 1880 was taken scarcely a solitary 
shoe factory conld be found In St. Louis and even Includ^pg repair shops 
and individual shoe-makers, the value of the output was scarcely a million 
doUars. Last year the value of the output of the twenty-one shoe facto- 
ries was about $10,000,000. The same could be said of several other lines 
of manufacture in which there has been a marked increase, although 
rimilar goods, manufactured elsewhere, have been Imported in much 
greater numbers. 

The central location of St. Louts, Its recognized position as the gate- 
way of the West and Southwest, the general tide of immigration Into 
these two sections, and the Increased railroad facilities, have not In them- 
selves made the St. Louis manufactnrlng Interests the most important In 
the city; but they have enabled the enterprise and ability displayed by 
our manufacturers U> reap a just reward. 

There Is no doubt Uiat the position of St Louis, as the largest city on 
t^e longest river In the world, has also materially helped our manufactur- 
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lag intereBts, although of recent years full advantAge has not been Ukeo 
of what might be, under more taTorftbte conditions, one of the most valu- 
able aids to progress in this line that Providence could provide or human 
Ingenuity devlae. The prospect of a six-foot channel all the year round 
between St. Louis and Cairo wilt lead to a general investigation of the 
advantages of river transportation In many lines of mauufacture, and will, 
in all probability, lead to the revival of interest In those few branches of 
Industry which have been allowed to fail away In St. Louis. 

One mistake that Is frequently made la discussing the manufacturing 
situation of St. Louis has reference to what was the city's banner year. 
The year 1S92 was the most active year St. Louis has ever known In the 
way of building and real estate transactions. It was also an exceed- 
ingly prosperous one in manufactures, and probably the percentage of 
gain over the preceding year was greater than It has ever been before. 
Thlsdoesnot, however, InvolvetheadmlssloD that the product of St. Louis 
factories In 1893 established a record which has not since been broVen. 
There was Immense activity In the roaDufacturing interests throughout the 
entire city during the first three or four mouths 'of 1883, and although 
there was a material falling off during the tatter half of that year, the 
total product was but little less than that of the very prosperous period 
which preceded It. In many lines there was no falling oft at alt, and in 
1894 there was a general evenlng-up. In 18!)5 there was a general increase 
In the output, and as It Is probable that the year just ended was not on the 
whole BO prosperous, from even a manufacturing staudpolnt, as 169S, the 
latter must be described as the best year St. Louis manufacturers Individ- 
ually and collectively have ever known. 

The coal receipts In 1892 were 82,000,000 bushels. Including soft aqd 
hard. In 1896 the number of bushels of coal received was 88,589,935 
busbels. 

It must also be remembered that during the last three or four years the 
use of electricity as a motive power In factories has greatly Increased, so 
that, taking coal consumption as a basis of.comparison, the year 1896 
stands pre-eminently at the bead of the list and occupies first place in the 
roll of honor. 

These comparisons are made and figures stated in order to show that 
when a falling off Is spoken of In regard to any particular line of manu- 
facture In 1896, it Is a fnlling off only as compared «-lth the record year of 
St. Louis' manufacturing. In no line of industry, with the possible excep- 
tion of those directly dependent upon the building trade, was there a falling 
off In 1898 as compared with any year except its immediate predecessor. 
This statement is based upon the reports received from reliable sources, 
and has been carefully verified. 

The magnitude ot our manufacturing Interests at the present time, 
taken collectively, may be gathered from the tact that w-hen the last census 
was taken there were six thousand factories in the city finding employ- 
ment for about one-sixth of the entire population of St. Louis. The 
wages paid in 1890 averaged $300,000 per day, and they are now largely in 
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excess of that eum. According to the reports of the State Labor Com- 
missioner and other aathoritlcs, the nninber of employes which was 
reported to be 93,000 In 1890 as compared with 41,000 In 1860, has Increased 
to 12(^,000 and possibly 130,000. U these figures are correct the number of 
persons employed in St. Louis factories has Increased more rapidly than 
the entire population of the cllf. 

In many lines of Industry St. Louis absolutely leads. It produces more 
boots and shoes annually Chan any other city In the country. (The Boston 
output is much larger, but it Includes a number of factories outside the 
corporate limits, whereas all the St. Louis factories are in the center of 
tbe city.) It has for several years led all cities In the United States and 
In the world in the manufacture of tobacco. It also leads in the manu- 
facture of street cars, stoves and ranges, In many clay burning products, 
!□ woodennare, saddlery and harness, carriages, stamped ware, chemicals, 
blank books, white lead, bags and bag^g, and In the higher grades of 
men's clothing. 

Within its corporate limits are to be found several of the largest manu* 
factnring establishments In the world. These include the two largest 
tobacco factories, the largest brewery, the largest cracker factory, the 
largest stamped ware plant, the largest terra cotta factory, the largest 
jeans factory, the largest factories producing press brick, Are brick and 
sewer pipe, tbe largest shot t«wer, the largest Iron jail factory. The 
largest electric arc light plant and the largest Incandescent station In this 
country are both in St. Louis, and there are many other establishments 
which rank among the very largest in their respective lines. 

STBEET cut BDILDINO. 

The clly has held its own during the year in the mannfactore of street 
cars, the output continuing to he larger than that of any other city. A 
conspiouous feature of this industry ba^ been the good local demand. 
St. Louis made cars are very popular in several large cities in the East, 
and tbe export trade has always tieen good. During 1888 the increase in 
the equipment of local roads has tieen very large, a fact which is appre- 
ciated by residents in several sections of the city. Fewer cars have been 
shipped in from other points, local booses having manufactured more 
than the usual average. The standard of excellence has been a matter of 
general comment, notably during the holding of the street railway con- 
vention in St. Louis during October. Very large orders have also l>eeii 
filled for Boston and other Eastern cities. The great bulk of the business 
is now in electric care, the capacity of the factories being such as to make 
it easy to build and deliver as many as 3,000 annually. Economic condi- 
tions have checked somewhat the great activity which prevailed in this 
industry during the spring and early summer, but the year closed with 
exceptionally good profits. 

Tbe supremacy of St. Louis in street car manufacturing is not new. 
The excellent hardwood lumber market has always kept the city to the 
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front in thia regwd. Wben smsll horw-carg were In dem&nd this eiQ- 
made them in large numbers, and its factories introduced man^ Improve- 
ments of great value. The quality and size of the cars has Increased year 
by year, with Ibte city still taking the lead, until at the present Ume the 
Talue of the annual product runs into several millions, with every prospect 
of the total soon reaching tlO,WK),000. 

The actual number of care built in this ctly during the year was be- 
tween 3,200 and 3,300, or an almost exact repetition of the figures of 18M. 
The falling off as compared with 1S96 was about 300 In point of the num- 
ber ol cars. It la stated on good authority that this loss represented a 
smaller percentage than that of the entire output of the United States. It 
can be easily accounted for by the natural tendency on the part of the 
street railroad companies throughout the country to curtail expenses and 
bold back orders during the election campaign. The traffic on the 
St. Louis roads increased about nine per cent, or more than 10,000,000 pas- 
sengers, but this increase was not m^ntained throughout the country. 

What ig said to be the first dining car ever run on a street railway was 
built in St. Louis during the year, as well as eight or ten parlor oars, some 
costing as mnoh as $B,000 each. 

Nearly all the steam railroads In the United States have adopted a 
policy of economy, and as a result the orders tor cars and supplies have 
been below the average. This is an industry which is dependent almost 
entirely on the general trade conditions of the coontry. St. Louie has 
some seven establish ments ol the flrst class engaged In this line of buriness, 
and it is stated by railroad men that the largest ringle order tor cars ever 
given oat was executed In this city abont three years ago. 

ELECT BICAL SUPPLIES. 

Among the lines of indtistry which shows distinct gain, as compared 
with preceding years, those directly connected with electricity and elec- 
trical supplies are conspicuous. This is a comparatively new business in 
St. Louis, and local conditions have naturally aided Its development. A 
careful summary of the trade done during 1S96 shows an increase over 1895 
of more than twenty per cent. This growth is snrprieing, but a comparison 
with the figures of five or six years ago is even more striking. Thus In 
1800 the value of electrical supplies sold by St. Louis hooses was about 
$300,000. Last year it exceeded $600,000, or three limes as much. The 
percent^;e of increase in business of the different houses varies consider- 
ably, but all agree as to the prospects of trade during the year just com- 
menced. Local business is good, but the best outlook is In the Soutb- 
western States, which are drawing heavily on St. Louis for electrical 
supplies. The export business is also growing, and now amounts to abont 
$10,000 a year. The capital invested in this line of business totals abont 
$160,000, an increase of $20,000 over 13911. 

These figures do not include the business In incandescent lamps which 
are manufactured In St. Louis on a large scale and shipped to all parts of 
the country. 
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The most Important event in connection with the electrical buBinees 
during the year was the organization during December of the Kinloct 
Telepboue Company, the St. Louis Electric Construction Company, and 
the Citizens' Electric Lighting and Power Company. The capitalization 
of these three companies is S2,8G3,000. The companlee were tormed for 
the purpose of constructing and operating a telephone plant and the 
furnishing of a telephone system throughout the business and residence 
section ; for the manufacture of articles used by electric companies, in- 
cluding plants and equipment; and for the furnishing of electric light and 
power. It is announced that the capital for these organizations has been 
subscribed, and preliminary steps have been taken which will result in the 
expenditure of large sums of wages locally, and also add Immensely to 
the importance and extent of the different electric industries of the ell; 
ot St Louis. 

Cotton manufacturing has been revived in St. Louis since the lasi year. 
Last vrinter the Home Cotton Mill on Second and Barton Streets was re- 
opened after having been shut down for some years. The capacity of the 
plant was donbted, an entire new story being added to the building and 
costly machinery being Introduced. The business ol this factory has been 
confined chiefly during tbe year to maldng material subsequently used 
locally In the manufacture of t>ags and bagging. This latter la one o( tbe 
Important Indnstries of St. Lonis, finding employment for upwards of 
seven hundred persons vrlth a prodact largely In excess of a million 
dollars. There Is also in operation In St. Lonis a cotton batting factory. 
Signatures have been obtained locally for stock amounting to $300,000 
towards the erection of a large cotton mill In St. Lonis, subject to the In- 
troduction ol capital to the extent of $800,000 by a practical Eastern cotton 
man. Negotiations are stated to be in an advanced stage, and the addition 
of cotton manufacturing on a large scale to the city's list of successful in- 
dustrial enterprises, is looked upon as very favorable. It Is singuiar that 
the advantages of St. Louis for tbls class of manfactnrlng should have 
been overlooked so long. The low price of coal, the proximity of the 
cotton fields, tbe abundance ot labor of a desirable character, and tbe 
city's excellent distribution facilities, all make It a desirable point for this 
class of work. Tbe principal objection raised has had relation to the 
relative humidity which, it Is stated, is IneufBclent. Modem ingenuity 
has overcome this objection. If it every really existed, by tbe invention of 
a device whereby the humidity of the different rooms in a cotton mill can 
be regulated to a fraction. 

In all lines of manufacture dependent upon the building trade a falling 
off In business Is reported. There were large stocks on band at the be- 
ginning of the year, and owing to uncertainty as to the amount of capital 
forthcoming for building purposes there was quite a reduction in the gen- 
eral output. The planing mills and brick-yards report briefly that they 
have not had very good years, but that with largely diminished stocks and 
a iMtter class of inquiry, they look for at least a fair business In 1897. 
Prices have been on the down grade In these lines for some years. In 
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some claBees of brick the redacdon hu been verj marked. The supply 
of clay for brick-jards and Eimllar institutioiu kround St. Louis is 
regarded by experts unequalled in the United States, and n-itb a general 
return of proeperitf tbe local brick-yards, some of the largest In the 
country, will be found equal to any emergency. 

Id sewer brick, tiles, and similar clay products, business has been better 
than In brick. There has been a marked Increase in the local demand for 
sewer pipe, in addition to which arrangements have been made (or very 
much Ijeavier shipments into Mexico than have ever been the case before. 

There is one branch of Industry In St. Louis in which over $1,000,000 is 
Invested, and wltich Is of far greater importance than generally under- 
stood. This is tbe manufacture of coffins and caskets. St. Louis claims 
to have the largest factory in the world in this line. There are ttkree 
other factories in the city, and shipments are made to ail points west of 
the AUeghanies, to Cuba, Meiloo, Central and South America, and to tbe 
British possessions in the north and west. The export business to Europe 
is growing, and St. Louis will b« well represented at tbe Brussels exposi- 
tion. Reports from leading houses indicate that the output in 1396 was 
equal to that of any preceding year. 

In the clothing business there was an Increase in the volume of the out- 
put for the year, but a falling off in receipts owing to the lower range of 
prices and tbe increased demand for lower-priced goods. Judging from 
the amount of clotb used In the local factories last year, the value of the 
output should have been at least £12,000,000. Estimates as to tbe actual 
amount received for it vary from $10,600,000 to $11,000,000. In jeans and 
other garments for artizans and mechanics, business was very good. In 
these lines St. Louis leads all cities in the country. The number of fac- 
tories, excluding merchant tailors and small establishments, is 38. Nearly 
tt,000 persons are given employment, and tbe range of remuneration Is 
said to be higher than In most other cities. No "shoddy" is made up in 
St. Louis. A considerable quantity of cloth is Imported direct from Europe, 
and the best woolens of the country are also used freely. 

In the manufacture of hats considerable progress has been made during 
the year, and further extensions in this line are contemplated. 

St. Louis continues to be tbe greatest tobacco manufacturing city in the 
country. The capilal Invested in one factory alone exceeds $6,000,000. 
This Is the largest tobacco factory in the world, and the second largest is 
also located in St. Louis. Active progress has been made during tbe year 
on a slJll larger factory in this line of business. This Is located on the 
Dundee Place tract on the 'Frisco and Missouri Pacific Railroads beyond 
Grand Avenue. Work on this structure was somewhat delayed by the 
tornado, but is now progressing rapidly. The output of the local tobacco 
factories Is estimated at about 63,000,000 pounds for the calendar year. 
The value of the product is in excess of S30,000,000. It Is stated that when 
the new factory is completed and in operation, a very large additional in- 
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crease in the output will be effected. Aa already mentloDed, a large num- 
ber of clgara are manufactured In St. Louis, and the cigarette manntac- 
tmiiig ioduatry Inaugurated laet year has made rapid strides in 189S. 

Although not tbe greatest beer brewing city in the United States, the 
breweries ol St. Louts produce annually an immense quantity of tbe amber 
fluid, the output being approximately 60,000,000 gallons. The largest 
brewery in the United States Is located In St. Louis. During the year 
St. Louis brewers have opened up new agencies in several parts of the 
country, and also in AfrlcSi, South America and Canada. The perfection 
of the refrigerator car system of transportation makes It possible lo ship 
St. Louis beer Into any country and any climate. 

One new brewery has beeu opened during the year, and the total capital 
DOW Invested In tbe business is between $17,000,000 and $18,000,000. The 
number of hands employed exceeds 4,000, and the wages are In excess of 
$3,000,000 annually. 

Increased capitalization Is reported In the preparation of patent medi- 
cines and proprietary articles. So far as pure chemicals are concerned 
there was no failing off In the aggregate ontput which is estimated at about 
$4,000,000. St. Louis continues to occupy first position in the manofactu]-- 
Ing of chemicals la tbe strict sense of tbe tttrm. Tiic trade Is a somewhat 
peculiar one in the matter of distribution, and It is stated on the best 
authority that there is no State in the Union whose leading «ities are not 
visited regularly by representatives of St. Ijouis chemical manufactories- 
Only the very largest centers are supplied, tbe general trade being sup- 
plied almost entirely through jobbers. The best outlook for new business 
is In the South and the Northwest, from which points orders In escess of 
past averages have been received lately. 

Tbe manufacture of blank books Is a steadily growing industry in 
St. Louis. Tbe largest factory of this kind In the United States is located 
in St. Louis, and goods are shipped to almost every State In the Union, 
including several east of the Ohio Biver. Business during tbe year was 
up to expectation, and the returns for Deceinber show tbe most gratitjing 
Increase on those for tbe corresponding month last year. During the fall 
months there was a general holding back of orders, and tbls coupled with 
the Increase during tbe last few weeks justiSes whnt might at Urst blushi 
appear almost extravagant hopes for 1897. Export business in this line Is 
growing and several good shipments have been made to Uexico and South 
American points. 

In other lines of manufacture a slight falling off In business Is generally 
reported. In tbe candy business the output amounted to about $2,600,000. 
The demand for shot was good and business was practically unchanged. 
In carriages and wagons considerable dullness during the greater part of 
tbe year was reported. In agricultural machinery a better business was 
done than appeared possible at one time, when the prospects were very 
discouraging. The shipments In this line are very heavy and one firm 
reports no falling off at all In iu business. 
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The local output ol glass ts large, bat the greatest factory is outside the 
city limits. Prices have been low, but the demaod (or material good. 
The business In plumbers' materials sod similar Hoes amounted to aboat 
S3j5O0jO0O. This le leES than in ISQG, but six or seven times greater than 
the total of fifteen years ago. Vinegar manufacturing has been quiet 
with the output In the nelghborbood of 1500,000, 



REAL ESTATE.

There were 8,791 real estate conveyances recorded during 1890, the 
total considerations In these transfers amounting to $33,1TU,T50. This in- 
cludes transfers where the consideration was only nominal. Considering 
the general buBineas depression which existed throughout the comitry 
during the year, St. Louis has made a remarkable good showing in her 
real estate line, as she has in every other line. During the long period of 
business depression through which the country has just passed, St. Louis 
real estate values have remained firm, while in many cities the size of this 
real estate values have gone to pieces, wrecking fortunes and decreasing 
the taxable wealth to an enormous extent. St. Louis emerges from the 
period of business depression with new laurels and brighter prospects 
than ever. Her record during the panic has caused the knowledge of her 
flnanclal solidity to become world wide, and as a result, capital through- 
out the world Is now looking upon our oily as a desirable place for safe 
and profitable investment. 

While real estate sales have been fewer during the past year, there baa 
been no slump in real estate values. Oa the contrary, values in the busi- 
ness districts have continued to advance steadily, while in the residence 
sections they have remained steady with an upward tendency. There 
have been capitalists ready to take advantage of any depreclaUon in 
values caused by the business depression, but they waited In vain, and the 
heavy sales which marked the close of the year shows clearly that they 
anticipated a material rise in values during the coming year of which they 
desired to reap the benefits. 

UOKET. 

The direct result of the reputation for financial solidity which our city 
has earned during the past decade, is a building np and strengthening of 
that flnandal solidity. Corporation after corporation has established 
agencies in St. Louis for the loaning of money on St. Louis real estate 
security and there are many millions of dollars now seeking investment in 
good real estate paper. 

The close of the year finds an abundance of five and six per cent money 
on the market with a tendency to lower rates on large amounts before 
Spring. 
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FOFCLATIOM AND 

PopnUtion, building improTement and real estate values are bo cloaelj' 
allied in the mind of the real estate man that they cannot well be sepa- 
rated in tbe consideration of the real estate buBinesa as a whole. The in- 
fluence of one upon the other has been strikingly Illustrated in the past 
tew years. Immediately following the panic of IS93 the reduction in the 
price of building material and labor caused builders and speculators to ' 
continue their building operations with unabated energy. In the year 
1893, the largest In the building annals of the tbe city, the building was 
about up with the population. The two yeatB that followed saw the city 
over built. As a result the number of vacant houses and flats Increased 
materially and rents were cut. Fortunately for tbe owners of renting 
property there was no cessation in the growth of the city's population, 
and this coupled with the fact that building operations during the past 
two years have not been heavy, has caused a marked ' decrease In the 
number of places (or rent, and will In the spring leave room for on 
advance.

The building bueinese in the citj of St. Louis for the past year has 
been very fair considering the depression In the general business of the 
country, and is far ahead of the building done in other cities. Several tine 
offlce buildings have been erected and finished in the business portion of 
the city, and ornaments of fine architectural designs, having all modem 
improvementSj and fire proof In their entirety. The residence portion of 
our city has been added to and beautilled by the erection of magnificent 
palatial residences, which compare very favorably with similar residences 
In any city in the United Slates. 

The building business for the ensuing year, 1SB7, promises to exceed 
tbet of the year 1S96, many of our leading architects being now closely 
engaged In making plans for prospective bnlldingSj both public and pri- 
vate. Summing up the whole situation in the building line, the city of 
St. Louis is tar ahead as to the business done in 1898, and the prospects 
for the year 1897.

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FURNITURE.

The Tolnme •( business In the fnrnttare line for 1898 has been quite as 
Urge as that ol I8S5, which, including m&nulacturers, jobbers and 
retailers, amounted to about $15,000,000. 

It wae expected that the presidential year would have effected buBiness 
more seriously than it did, other cities seeming to teel Its effects to a 
greater estent than St. Louis. 

The advance attained in prices in 18S6 was not maintained in manj' 
lines. After the electtoa a general stiffening and advance in prices took 
place in materlale In anticipation of the expected revival in bnelness, 
bringing prices to what they were a year ago. 

Our fifty factories, employing about 4,000 men, have been kept reason- 
ably busy daring tbe entire year, the spring months experiencing quite k 
lively husiaess, followed by a period ot slight depression until November, 
when tbe factories nearly all reported "busy." It is estimated that the 
purchases from our home lactories by the St. Louis retailers has consider- 
ably increased. The estimated output of our factories Is (6,000,000, which 
considering the continued reduction in prices is thought to be fully up to 
former years. Millions of dollars worth of goods are brought here from 
other markets which can and should be produced here, and millions more 
are sliipped through and beyond here to many of Che great Western cities 
from points east of us, which should be supplied by this market. 

The export trade in the line of furniture has never prospered as in the 
year 1896. Mexico has been a large buyer, and the smaller Central 
American Republics have been purchasers— even Hayti, Chill, Brazil and 
Veneznela merchants have opened accounts. 'The favorable proposition 
of several of tbe South American countries to allow furniture from the 
United States to enter tree of duty will give furniture business an impetus. 
The Board of Trade of Caracas sent a representative to St. Louis to Inform 
our manufacturers ot the offers made and to urge a closer alliance, both 
commercial and friendly. 

The opening of sample rooms of St. Louis products in Buenos Ayres, 
Caracas and other South American capitals will probably be established 
ere long. 

Goods have also been shipped to Hawaii and Africa. England. Scot- 
land and Holland have each opened correspondence with purchases in 

The lines of regnlar steamers to Central and South America from Qalf 
ports with extremely low rates from St. Louis have become a fact wUhIn 
the year. 

The Mexican Railways have added much mileage to their systems, all 
of which opens to St. Louis profitable commercial fields, which will 
doubtless be taken advantage of. 
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The car seat tumiture factory has shipped to man^ foreign couotrie*, 
besides having done a large boalneM in this coantry. 

Furnitnre prices range a little higher than iaat year in consequence of 
the advance In materials, with a prospect for higher prices the coining 
year. 

The St. Louis Furnitnre Board of Trade continues to l>e of great value 
in its efforts for the promotion and fostering of the tomlture trade and 
kindred lines, and by reason of it, harmony and co-operalion are secured, 
which brings to St Louis increased trade and adds directly to the hnsiDeas 
of Its members. 

Other cities have compl^ned loud and bitterly, while St. Louis bas 
enjoyed probably a more continuous and more saUstactory trade than most 
any other fomlture market. The car load freight rates to the Southwest, 
which have Insured to our bene&t, haTe been nuUntalned, and the removal 
of evils in classiBcation have permitted a business which at one time was 
unobtainable. 

The recognition of St. Louis as a great furniture market by other furni- 
ture manufacturing centers has induced them to open sample rooms here 
for the sale of their products. 

While there are no new factories to record, the large number here have 
become more firmly established and more widely known, the plants have 
been improved, and of the kind of goods made the country does not offer 
a better market, which has the advantages of the largest hardwood luml>er 
market of the world, cheap coal and unsurpassed transportation facilities. 

Stocks carried by country merchants are and have been light during 
the year. Few speculative stocks have been ordered, most orders I>eing 
for Immediate use to supply conunisslons. 

Futures have occurred W about the usual percentage, but the losses 
seem not to have fallen heavily upon St. Louis bouses. 

Collections have been f^r to good, especially after election. Few new 
houses have embarked In the business upion St. Louis torritory, but all look 
forward to good trade for the future and are making preparations for It. 



AaRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS AND VEHICLES. 

By J. E. Bdce. Becretar]i Implement aud Vehicle Board ot Trade at St, Lonls. 

In common with many other lines, the demand for agricultural Imple- 
ments and vehicles during 18ft6 fell off considerably compared with other 
years, sales having t>een retarded by reason of the low price ot agricultu- 
ral products and the unsettled and unsatisfactory trade conditions which 
preyalled throughout the year. The business rests solely and directly 
upon agriculture, and hence is active or InacliTe, accordingly as agricul- 
ture flourishea or wanes. Prices for the staple products of the farm— 
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wheat, cotton and com— remained abnorroiUIy low up to about tlie middle 
o( October, when there was an upward turn in the price of wheat, too late 
to be of much beneQt to farmers — they having sold the bulk of their crop at 
46 cents per bushel — and cooBequenCly too Jate to be of material aid to 
dealers, jobbers and manufacturers of agricultural machinery or vetii- 
cleg. The price of corn continaed extremely low, and owing to tbe 
shortage In cotton, the value of that staple was fairly remunerative. 
What is true of these products is true In a general way of everything tliat 
Is grown on the farm. 

It is not surprieing in view ol tbe foregoing that sales of agricaltural 
Implements and vehlcleg tor 1896 do not exceed $7,500,000, which is 36 
per cent less than the amount sold in 1S95, the soles of which year were 
lees than 1892 — the memorable year— during which' trade reached the 
zenith of its activity. Since then the production of this line of goods has 
increased enormously and the demand has decreased correspondingly. 
About all the land available for cultivation In the territory tributary to 
St. Louis has been brought under the plow, SO that the increase in require- 
ments resulting from tbe opening np of new markets has practically 
reached its limit. Manufacturers now must wait until a machine or buggy 
Is worn out before they can sell another one to take its place. Heretofore 
the home demand was so great that tbe capacity of factories was taxed to 
the utmost to turn out enough goods, but a change has come Over the 
scene. St. Louis manufacturers are thoroughly acquainted wltb tbe situ- 
ation, as is evidenced by their efforts to build up closer trade relations with 
Mexico, Central and South America and other foreign countries. This 
city is most fortunately located to insure rapid and substantial growth in 
the implement and vehicle Industries, enjoying as does so many natural 
ftdvantages that are to be found nowhere else. 



BOOTS AND SH0E5. 



In reviewing the shoe trade for the year 1896, we And that the year 
started with high prices on leather and shoes, but shortly after the first of 
the year, leather was cheaper and consequently shoes got to be cheaper, 
so that really the first half of the year has been a time of shrinkage in 
values In regard to the boot and shoe trade. Notwithstanding that, the 
trade trade up to the 1st of June has shown a marked increase over the 
previous year, but during tbe months of July, August and September, 
trade was much smaller than the previous year, but reaction set in about 
November 10th and from that time up to this, values of all kinds have In- 
creased and the volume of trade has also increased largely, but owing to 
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the three iiiontba' depression, our Average bu been lowered so, that the 
actual Qgures for the year 1696 la a little less than tor the year ISQS. The 
total number of cases of shoes received Irom nil points out of the clt7 was 
853,263. Cases usually run from 13 to 72 pairs per cage, and at an average 
value of S-25 per case, making a grand total of $31,331,300. 

These figures are only tK»fi76 less than the year ISM, which was the 
hanner year of the shoe business of this ci^. 

In the number M pairs actually manufactured in St. Louis, the dull 
times was overcome by the increased capaclQr of each factory, so that in 
the season when the factories were running full, products were much 
larger than ever before. 

The capacity of the St. Lonls factories is 30,000 pair of shoes per day, 
but owing to the three months depression, It Is estimated Uiat the total for 
1896 would be 6,000,000 pairs, at an average Talue of (1,76 per pair, giving 
a total of about {10,600,000 worth of boots and shoes manufactured, which 
added to the amount received from abroad would make the shoe trade of 
St. Louis in the past year in the neighborhood of (81,000,000. 

The present ontiook never was better, and it Is predicted that the year 
1887 will far eclipse all previous records.

TRB SHOE TRADE. 

Dnrlng 1890 there has t>een no boom such as marked almost the whole 
of 18&n, and contributed so ill>erally to the splendid showing of that 
twelve-month. On liie contrary, January, 18M, Inaugurated an era of 
depressed leather and shoe values from which we are just recovering. 
The bursting of the leather inflation bubble, which had lifted shoe prices 
so high in 1896, was followed by severe depression, wbtch forced down- 
ward the prices of shoes until they touched the old level of 18M, and Uie 
year witnessed trade conducted on the 1864 plane of values until Novem- 
ber, when moderate advances were made neoessaty by the stiff leather 

Notwithstanding the many disadvantages and depressing influences 
under which they have labored, the shoe men have succeeded beyond ex- 
pectation in making a record that will compare favorably with that of 
former years. During 1806, up to December 2Cth, there were received in 
St. Louis, from ail outside points, 868,202 cases of sboes, according to the 
daily reports rendered to the Uerchants' Exchange by all the transporta- 
tion companies entering St. Louis. Cases range In size from those con- 
taining a dozen to the 7a-pair size, though the latter Is uncommonly large. 
Estimates are ordinarily based on an average valuation of $36 per case, 
which Is a fair valuation. At this figure the 853,362 cases received In 
St. Louis in 1806 ainount«d in cash value to $21,331,300 worth of shoes. 
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The figure ia not far below thkt of 1666, the receipts last year amounttng 
to $21,8ft8,276j being $666,970 greater tban ISH. The best previous year 
was 18S2, when the receipts were valued at $30,700,350, this bdng the 
banner year, so tar as profit is concerned, In the history of the St. Louis 
shoe trade. Comparative receipts since 1890 are given herewith ;

Among the shoe man uf acta rers of St. Louis the year 1896 has been less 
satisfactory than the preceding year. During part ol the twelve months, 
indeed, the factories were practically Idle. The Increased capacities, 
however, made up for much of this depression when the demand was 
brisb, and a careful estimate places the entire year's production at fully 
18,000 pairs per day average for 48 weeks to the year, maldng a total of 
6,164,000 pairs of shoes turned out of factories located wltbln the city 
limits of St. Louis during 1806. During 1806 the output amounted to 
6,760,000 pairs. In 1894, 6,360,000 p^rs were turned out. 

Owing to the tact that St. Louis makes few shoes of the character most 
heavily o&ected by fiuctuatlons in the grain leather market, the lower 
prices have not affected the factory product as they have the heavy lines, 
and a depreciation of five cents per pair covers this and more. Estimating 
Uie factory output, then, at SI.76 per p^, t>elng five cents less than the 
baste a year ago, the value of the 6,184,000 pairs of shoes made In this dty 
Is found to be $0,073,000. In 1896 the manufactured product was estimated 
at $10,868,000; in 1894, $8,663,600; in 1893, $8,660,000, and in 1893, 
$9,376,000. The year 1806, therefore, occupies third place in mannfactur- 
ing. Under the adverse circumstances this is a better showing than could 
have been expected. 

ST. LOniS AS A SHOE HABKET. 

Bnrlng the year just closed the shoe trade of St. Louis, both In jobbing 
and manufacturing, will aggregate the good, healthy total of $30,403,300. 
The year 1895 exceeded this sum, the year's business amounting to 
$33,366,375. No previous year reached this figure by a considerable 
margin.

Tbls has its redes in tbe St. Loots sblpmeots, wblcb are mostly of her 
own manufacture. 

It Is almost impossible to secure St. Louis export statistics. Although 
this ts a. port of entry, purchasers usually order shlpmeuts to be cleared at 
tbe border towns or Oulf ports, and the smalt railroad towns ol El Paso, 
Eagle Pass and Lsj-edo receive credit for shipments at tbe State depart- 
ments of both Mexico and Washington, and not the city where tbe sbtp- 
mCDt originates. The case is the same for Central and South America, 
Cuba and the West Indies, the Consular invoices being prepared and re- 
ported from the embarkation point, and tbus oiany large St. Louis ship- 
ments are credited to Eaatcm cities. 

It Is a matter of no small note that 21)0 of the larger houses of the city 
are taking a most active Interest In tbe export trade; this is an tncreaae 
over a year ago of over two-thirds, and the reports from all these houses 
are that their business with the Latin- American countries has been excep- 
tionally good, with very bright prospects (or the coming year. 

The Increase In hnstness has called for and secured a great betterment 
In transportation facilities, especially favorable to St. Louis; connecting 
her closely with many of the Republtca south of us via tbe Gulf, where 
heretofore It was impossible to reach these countries except via New York. 

The war In Cuba has hindered much the establishment and maintenance 
of these steamer lines, as well as cut off the immense exports which for- 
merly went to this Island. With peace restored the sale of machinery ood 
destroyed materials will be very great, and will mostly come from this 
country. 

A feature of the year has been the adjustment of freight rates to 
Mexico from the centers of the United States, resulting in St. Louis having 
the lowest rate she has ever enjoyed. With this important matter adjusted 
St Louis Is not only the nearest great market where large stocks of goods 
are carried, but she can also deliver the goods cheaper as well as the most 
quickly. 
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Tbrongb tbe efforts ot the St. Lonla Spanish Club and Export AsMctk- 
tioD, St. Louis bas secured local CoiuuIb for tbree more ot tbe Latjn 
American Bepublics, viz.: Guatemala, Honduras and Venezuela, In addi- 
tion to tbose of Mexico, Brazil, Costa BIca and Argentine. These appoint- 
ments ebow tbe desire on the part of these neigbbors ot ours tor closer 
business relations. 

Formerly the mails bad few letters for St. Louis merchants bearing 
foreign stamps and postmarks. They are now so numerous that they cease 
to be a matter of remark. The translations registered from Spanish into 
English have within the year Increased about 300 per cent. 

Many important visits by representatives and merchants from foreign 
countries bare been made to this city during tbe year, and numerous have 
been tbe Initial efforts, by personal eolioltatton, ot St. Louis mercbanls In 
this new territory which they bad heretofore deemed out ot reach. 

Tbe desire tor closer business relations with the United States was 
demoQBtrated when Brazil, Uruguay and Paraguay, early in the year, 
Invited representative manufacturers of the United States to visit their 
countries as their guests, the first act ot sucb a character upon the part of 
a nation. Tbe object was to acqu^nt our manufacturers with the wants 
ot their people. These Republics and Venezuela have now declared a 
large class of United States manufactured articles to be tree ot duty until 
after sale shall have been made, thus enabling our manufacturers to ship 
and carry goods there without tbe great additional cash advances for 

The accessibllltr of Mexico, by reason of great activity in railroad 
building, bas Increased In a remarkable degree, most of tbe large towns 
can now be reached by roll or water. 

Yucatan is one of the newly successfully Invaded territories, and Hayti, 
the black republic, bas been quite a liberal buyer here. The exchange of 
friendly courtesies and Investigation ot the wants ot each other con- 
tinue, and the merchants and manufacturers ore brought to better under- 
standings. 

Tbe Associated Press telegraphic reports were extended Into Mexico 
In 1806, thus aSordlng all Mexican newspaper readers dally information 
ot United States events, and we likewise have In exchange tbe record ot 
the doings of all Mexico, thus familiarizing each other with all important 
oooorrences. 

The Investments by St. Louisiana in Mexico, Honduras and Guatemala 
continue, until there Is probably no American city so largely Interested, 
especially In Mexico, 

At the Union Station, the entre-pot for all foreigners, has been estab- 
lished a Spanish Interpreter, who Is present at all incoming trains to ex- 
tend an Invitation to all who mt^ wish to avail themselves ot the tacUiUes 
of our local organization where may be found late flies of papers from all 
leading Spanish -American ciUes, and special information in regard to our 
own dt? and ber business bouses. 
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It U worthy of note that the export boataesg tnt«reata all Unee ol trade, 
sa ia demonatrated by most of the local commercial orgaoizatlODe est*b- 
UsbiDg an export trade committee, whose reports have been of great 
Interest. 

A handaome book In Spaoiah, lllostnting St. Lonia and Betting fortb her 
advantagea as a city In which to make purchases, has been Issued by the 
Spanish Clnb and Export Association, and Is expected to be of great value 
to onr business Interests. 

It is thonght that by the early efforts of those who have fostered the 
Spanish -American expbrt business of St. Louis, a permanent toundatjon 
has been laid for St. Louis as one o( the greatest of American expon 
cities. 



The past year haa been one of varying influences and conditions that 
oompletely disorganized any systematic plans for an oggresBive business 
policy. The funeral lack of confidence was largely due 10 poiitlcai dis- 
turbance. The question of our future financial policy was in the balance; 
the Income of onr Government lesa than its expenditures, and the effect 
upon our values, while telt probably less in St. Louie than many other 
markets, largely on account of the stability of our finanolal institutions, 
curtailed the amount of business, or at least the percentage of profit. 

Eighteen hundred and ninety -six will probably go down in the annals 
as the year of tow values. Coffees, teas, sugars, canned goods, and all 
farlnaoeouB goods shareil in the general depression, and the outlook for 
the new year has at least the redeeming feature that we have reached a 
point below cost of production in many Instances, and the future has in 
store nothing but betterments. 



The high prices of the previous two years stimulated production until 
the supply exceeded the demand, and resulted in low prices. The world's 
supply tor 1896-7 Is estimated at 14,000,000 bags, while the deliveries for 
Surope and the United States have only exceeded 11,000,000 bags by a 
small anmtwr. The following table shows the deliveries in the United 
States for 1896-6:

With the opening of 1896 tbe supply of teas seemed largely In exoess ol 
the demand, but, as is usual ifl sucb cases, a deflcienoy was evident as the 
season advanced, which resulted In a decided advance on all grades In the 
fall, and a light demand nam the close of the year, 

BVOABS. 

During tbe past fifteen years the consumption of sugar In the United 
Stal«s has doubled, the coDSumption In 18S0 being 99it,000 tons, against 
an average consumption the past three years of 2,000,000 tons. On 
account of a supposed deficiency in supply, through loss ol the Cuban 
crop, a speculation was started that resulted disastrously to the organizers, 
as tbey failed to consider other sources of supply, and sulfered the conse- 
quences. January 2, 1896, granulated sugar cost, net cash, 4.72; In April 
6.30. Tbe lowest price of the year was in October, 3.66, and tbe year 
closed at 4.00. 

KICK. 

The year opened with very low prices, and a declining tendency In 
values uutil Uay, when the redncUon in acreage sboffcd tbe supply would 
be macb reduced. In September the storm throughout the eastern rloe 
district was so destructive that prices have steadily advanced until at pres- 
ent domestic grades are higher In price than Imported. 

The general grocery business ban been fully up to the average the past 
year, and the progress! veness and coDservatlsm of our market are bearing 
fruits through the Influence of the knowledge of the stable cbaraoter ol 
our merchants, and to-day St. Lonis stands before the world pre-eminent 
as the greatest and best distributing point for all staple groceries, domestic 
and California dried fruits, beans, etc. 
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Tbe condltioiu ol trade daring tbe put year ot polttlcal tarmoil sad 
excitement have In tbe grocery line somewhat unfavorable, sboiriag 
in eome llnei decreased ahlpments. This U largely aitrlbutable to a cloaer 
Inipevtion of credits and an indisposition on tbe part ol the wholeaale 
trade to be liberal in their extension ot credits until ihe "flnancial qaee- 
tton" should be deflnlwif settled. The condition In St. Louis was some- 
what similar to that In other marlcets In tbe United States, and, therefore, 
not exceptional.

They show that reueipta ol sugar In barrels, asually reQued grades, bav« 
increased somewhat, while the r«celpt8 of tugar In bags, generally con- 
fined to imported refined grades, and In bogebeade, have fallen off. The 
■shipments for 1898, however, have fallen off heavily, Ehoning a larger 
consumption ol sugar bj the city of St. Louis and probably a larger stock 
In jobbers' bands January 1, 1897, than at the cosresponding date for 1896. 

REFINE!) SUOAE BEVIEW 1896. 

It will be observed that the increase ot receipts of sugar at St. Louis 
liave been important while there has been a decrease of shipments. That 
would apparently show an increaae In the local or St. Louis consumption 
of nearly 60 per cent, but Ihat Is to be accounted for by aotnewhat larger ' 
stocks on hand and a larger demand lor sugars In St. Lonls for manufac- 
inring purposes : 

Tbe year 1>egan with granulated at 4.73c per pound, net csab. The 
price advanced to 5.20c In April, tbe bigliest price of the year, against 4.72c 
the highest In 1895. From this point tbere was a steady decline to 3.88c In 
October, and tbe year closes with granulated at 4.10c. The average price 
.ol granulated for tbe year was 4.&3c per pound net, against 4.153c In 1895; 
4.12 In 1894; 4.8I2o in 1893; 4.641c In 1893; 4.461o in 18B1. The higher 
price in 1896 is directly due to the absence of the Cuba sugar crop. 

The difference between centrilugals and granulated in 1896 waa .906c 
pet pound, against .STSo In 1895; .SSc In 1894) 1.16c in 1893; 1.035a in 1893; 
.828c in 1891. Tbe importaUon of foreign reflned has Increased from 37,2a> 
tons in I6BS to 64,600 tons in 1806. American refiners have not sufficient 
protection to keep out foreign reflned. and as ibe qiiuiity of tbe foreign 
Improves, it finds ita way here In larger quantities.

COFPKB. 

An astonishing Increase In the receipts of coffee 1r shown by the Uer- 
chants* Exchange flgures and an Important falllag off In the shipment of 
coffee In bags. The figures are as follows:

The iDcrease In receipts and the figures are those of the Merchants'' Ex- 
change taken from the manifests of railroads and vessels, and are accurate. 
The coffee dealers themselves were surprised and at flrst disposed to dls- 
credit the figures, but on consultation and a verification of the buBiness by 
estimating ifaat of the Tartoua bouses have concluded that the receipts are 
correct; all kinds of coffee, of course, being Incladed, that comes In orig- 
inal b.'igs. No account Is taken In tbe recelplsof coffee that arrives In 
cases or other packages than bags. The solution of tbe matter Is that 
there has been an enormous Increase In the roasted coffee business of 
St. Louis In a few years past, and tbe results are just beginning to show. 
We have a dozen large establishments In St. Louis making a specialty ot 
the roasting ot coffees, and their Influence has been to vastly increase the 
trade in coffees, the process t>eing to gradually convert St. Louis into the 
greatest Interior coffee distributing market In tbe world. 

The flgures as to the shipments of coffee are delusive, as only tbe sblp- 
naents In bags green and roasted are compiled. Probably one-half the 
shipments of coffee from this market go out In barrels, cases and cans or 
canisters, and the tendency in that respect accounts for the apparent Incon- 
sistency of our enormous locrease In receipts and an apparent falling off 
of shlpmeats. 

CANNSD GOODS. 

The distribution ot canned goods at St. Louis for 1S96 Is said to have 
been fairly equal to that of 1895 in most lines and larger In the staple lines 
of com and tomatoes, owing to tbe very low prices of those staples which 
have prevniled. Stocks In packers' hands In the West on January 1, 1890, 
are rep.orled to be somewhat larger of com and about the same on canned 
tomatoes, as at tbe same date in 1896, but a rapid reduction la reported as 
likely during the early months of the spring trade. 
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LUMBER. 

J tbe Lumbermea's Eich&age ol St. LdqIh. 



In many lines of trade 1896 was year of disaster. Lumbermen suffered 
probably as much as other bosinese men, and no one branch ol the trade or 
one eeodon of the country was exempt from tbe effects of the dnll times. 
St. Louie suffered with the other sections of the country, but It Is certain 
that ber lumbermen have less cause tor complaint than those ol any other 
large lumber market. In the first place there was only one lumber failure 
during tbe whole year, and that was so insignificant and the amount in- 
volved was so small that less than {1,000 was tied np amongst lumbermen. 
There were many heavy fsllures in other lumber markets, but St. Louis 
lumbermen suffered remarkably little In this respect. 

While the receipts of this market show a lose of 33,000,000 feet when 
compared with 1895, they show a gain of over 100,000,000 feet when com- 
pared with 1891. The loss in shipments was less than 3,000,000 feet, while 
the gain on 1694 was almost 80,000,000 feet. When it Is understood that 
the receipts of this market for the year aggregated over 796,000,000 feet, 
the loss of 32,000,000 feet is hy no means alarming, and the loss of less than 
flve-sevenths of one per cent on shipments which were 395,000,000 feet 
for tbe year goes to prove that there was practically the same amount ot 
business as during 189&, and the flgarea show a beavy gain on 1894. The 
consumption of lumber by St. I^ouls builders and woodworking factories 
daring the year was 400,000,000 feet, which is a loss of seven per cent when 
compared with 1895, and a gain of eighteen per cent on 1894. 

During the past fonr or five years it has been an interesting study to 
watch the changes taking place in the lumber trade of St. Jiouis and in 
tbe methods ot handling the business. To look further hack one can see 
that St. Loaia has, during the post twenty years, changed from a market 
for Northern Inmber Into a market for Southern lumber. The development 
ot the Southern timber resources bos brought this about, and as St. Lcnis 
lumbermen were the pioneers In Southern lumber, and St. Louis Is 
especially well favored as regards locatloa and trauaporlstion, this Is more 
than ever the leading market for all classes of Southern lumber. This 
being the case, St. Louis has attracted both buyers and sellers of southern 
Inmber and the past year baa seen many new firms open offices, either 
having removing from other points, started branch ofBces or started In 
entirely new to tbe business. A large number ot yellow pine manutaotn- 
rers have their main offices In the city, and It has really reached the point 
where it can be said that St. Louis dealers largely control the output of 
yellow pine. The main trade ot some of these wholesalers Is In direct 
shipments from the mills to points of sole outside of St. Louis. Careful 
inquiry has developed ihe fact that something over 460.000,000 feet of 
Inmber were handled in this way during the past year. As this is not a 
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portlOD ol the S(> Louts reoeipta It brlnji^ the of lumber handled bf 
St. LouU dealera up to 1.366,000,000 leet. This Is tbe combined receipts of 
this market and the BhlpmeDta from points of ni&nii[acture by St. Louis 
dealers to other markets than St. LouU. The shlpmentslromtbe St. Louis 
market were 896.000,000 feet additional. 

From the Sonthern territory directly tributary to St.Loula there was an 
Inorease in the receipts, while from the Northern white pioe fields ther« 
was a heavy decrease. The Iron Mountain Railway is probably the great- 
est lumber carrier in the world. It brougbt into St. Louis daring tbe year 
32,184 cars ol lumber, which U a. gain on 1896 of 3,000 cars. Tbe Cotton 
Belt gained 1,300 cars. Tbe receipts from east of tbe river show a de- 
crease, iteavler freight rates than those west of tbe river to western points 
having operated against the Southern manfactiirera east of the river, and 
trade In the west having been better than in other sections of the couotry. 
In the shipments out of St. Louis tbe roads tapping the Western country 
all show an increase, while tbe others show a decrease. 

St. Louis lumbermen feel that )( they can make as good a showing 
during a dull year as they did daring 189S, there Is a brilliant future tor 
them. Since 1893 margins on sales bave been very close and comped- 
tlon strong, but a decided change for the belter is confidently expected 
for 1897.

CONDITION OF THE TBEASORT. 

The balance in the Treaenry at the close of the flgcal year, April 13th, 
1896, was S3,403,07o.03. Adding to thie the amounts due from special 
funds on account of special taxes remaining uncollected, and the amonot 
advanced to pay judgmentg not provided tor, ag|{Tegating $303,296.93, 
makes the total resources of the Treasui; at the close of the flacal fear, 
$3,765,372.01. 

Against the Treasury are chargeable the balances standing to the credit 
of special funds and accounts, aggregating S3,07S,SO3.0] . Deducting this 
amount from the resources of the Treasury there remains at the end of the 
year an unappropriated surploe of $66^,870 belonging to the respectlTe

BONDED DEBT. 

The bonds which matured during the fiscal year, amounting to 
$1,352,000, were redeemed as they fell due— $346,287.50 out of the revenne 
of the sinking fund, and $1,006,712.50 out of proceeds of sale of renewal 
bonds. During the year renewal bonds amounting to $975,000 were Issued. 
These bonds are dated May 1, 1895, due Uay 1, 1915, and bear Interest at 
the rate ol 3.65 per cent per annum, principal and interest payable in gold 
coin ol present standard weight and lineness. The bonds were sold at 
public letting at $103.15 flat, the best price ever obtained by the city for 
its bonds. 

The bonded debt ontstanding at the close of the fiscal year amounted 
to 520,6J7,711.56, showing a reduction o( $377,000 during the year. The 
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outstaading debt Is composed of $6,111,000 bonds of Oie late counlT ot

SINKING FUKD. 

The revenue of the sinking fund during tbe fiscal year amounted to 
$366,619.05 ; the balance to the credit of the fund at the beginning of the 
year amounted to $104,066.62, aggregating $430,SSS.67 as the toUl avidlable 
resources of the year. Of this amount S346,3S7.60 was expended In re- 
deeming maturing bonds, leaving a balance of $S4,&98.17 at the end of 
the year. 

The resources ot the fund av^labie for reduction of the city debtduring 
tbe current fiscal year are estUnated at about $375,000. Am tbere are no 
bonds which mature during the current year, the ten -twenty -year option 
bonds, dated Hay 3, lS83,and July 3, 1883, have been called In tor redemp- 
tion on November 3, 1896, and January 2, 1897, respectively. Tbe redemp- 
tion ot these bonds will require $293,000. 

TAXITIOK.

ST. LOUIS WEATHER FOR THE YEAR 1896. 



The month of Jannary was characterized by comparatively high tem- 
peratures and defloient precipitation, but with rather leas than the UBoal 
amount of BUDBhine. No enow fell to a measurable amount. 

The mean temperature was was 35°, helng 4° above the normal for the 
month, while precipitation was 1.43 Inches, a deflciency Of three-quarters 
of an inch. 

During February the temperature and cloudiness were slightly higher 
than usual, while the precipitation was almost normal. Tbe total snow 
fall was 3.1 Inches. 

In Uarch the sunshine was about tbe average amount, while the tem- 
perature and precipitation were somewhat deficient. Tbe heaviest snows 
of the winter tell during this month, the total amount being 6.6 Inches. 
The lost snow of the season fell on the 23rd. 

April and Hay were characterized by abnormally high temperatues, 
excessive humidity, and long- con tinned southerly winds, together with 
excessive rainfall daring the latter month. The long continuance of 
these abnormal conditions lesulted during May In a series of violent 
atmospheric disturbances. Heavy thunderstorms and high winds were 
frequent. A destructive hailstorm occnrred on tbe evening of Hay 21st, 
wben hailstones two Inches in diameter fell for seven minutes, completely 
oovering tbe ground, and doing damage to the amount of $3,000. 

The final culmination was reached on the evening of May 27th, at 
which time occurred the terrible tornado, the memory of which Is still 
too vivid In tbe minda of all to need any description here. During this 
storm 367 lives were lost in St. Louis and East St. Louis, and property 
destroyed to the enormons amount of $12,239,000. 

During June there was a slight deficiency In temperature, rainfall and 
cloudiness, but tbnnderstonns were still frequent. A severe one swept 
over the city on tbe 2lBt, causing damage to tbe amount of $10,000. 

The month of July was uneventfnl, although there was an excess of 
rainfall of about nine-tenths of an Inch. The number of thunderstorms 
did not decrease, but none of them were severe or destructive. 

There was less than the usual amount of warm weather, and continued 
high temperatures did not commence until after the 26th. But from July- 
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36th onUl August ISth, both inclusive, kbnonnklly drf And hot Tuther 
conUaued without IntenuiuloD. The maximum temperatnre for this 
period of twenty-oue d»ys wm IOO', while the mean mudmutn tempera- 
tures WAB 96°. More moderate temperatures preTsUed during the latter 
haU of August, so that the mean temperature (or the month waa only ¥ 
above the normal. The rainfall continued deficient, while the sunsbine 
was considerably In escess. 

September and October presented no features of int«reet with the ex- 
ception of the rainfall, which continued deficient. Otherwise normal 
conditions obtained during the greater portion of the time. 

During November higher temperatures prevailed until the last four 
days of the month, while the rainfall and cloudiness were also In excess. 
The first snow ot the season fell on the Bth, and the first freezing temper- 
ature occurred on the 8th. 

December continued warm and comparatively di;, with no snow ot 
measurable quantity. The mean temperature was 41°, about S° atrave the 
normal, while the total rainfall was only 1.06 Inches, a deficiency of 1.7S 
Inches. 

The mean temperature for the year was 08", or 3" above the normal. 
The total precipitation was 87.&B inches, 3.53 inches less than the normal 
amount. The prevailing wind direction was from the south. The nnm- 
' ber of clear days was 150; of partly cloudy days, 113; and ot cloudy days 
103. Precipitation to a measurable amount fell on 130 days.

The proposed extension of the Uoblle A Ohio Railway from Columbus, 
Hlse., to Montgomery, Ala., will, no doubt, be ot material benefit to 
St. Louis. By connecdone through Sarannah they will, no doubt, beoom» 
a factor in the Atlantic Seaboard traffic with a line equal In facilities with 
some which are now engaged in that business. They will also become a 
more acttve competitor with the Louisville and Cincinnati linee. 

The separation of the St. Louis ft San Francisco Railroad from the 
Atchison, Topeka ft Santa Fe System, which took place late in l^e year, 
is of too recent occurrence to realize just what the eSect Is to be, with 
respect to the trade of St. Lonls wltii the territory covered by that road, 
batitiiannot be otherwise than beoeflcial; as It will, doubtless have the 
eflect ot concentrating their interest more fully on this market, while we 
will lose nothing by the change, so far as the Atchison System Is con- 
cerned. 

The above are the more notable changes in the railroad situation which 
have taken place during the year just past. While some benefits are to be 
expected, some competition has been introduced into the field, which em- 
pbaslzes the Importance ot a great commercial center such as St Louts, 
being aggreggtve and fully prepared to meet and counteract such oondl- 
tlons. Competition in our interest should be fostered and enconraged, 
and every available means employed tor the protection of the trade we 
have, as well as tor a constant extension ot our field of operatlone over a 
broader scope. Hearty co-operation should be extended to our ndlroads 
and other carriers to this end. 

The various commercial organizations ot St. Louis have manifested a 
great deal of interest dnriiig the past year in transportation problems affect- 
ing tlie city ,'and there appears to t>eagrowing tendency to give the subject 
the attention which will lead to a better understanding ot our situation 
with respect to other markets and with the carriers. Some of the more im- 
portant, and what aro considered vexatious questions, have received spedOc 
attention and b«atment with a view to some re-adjustment on a baaU 
more favorable to St. Louis. This has so far t>een carried on through 
negotJatJon and conference with the railroads. While results have not 
been all that were desired, a more thorough understanding ot the inbjeets 
in hand has been reached, which will no doubt bring more satUtactory 
conditions in the end. 

Like all other large trade centers St. Louie has it grievances to adjuetj 
some of which are the subject of constant or periodical agitation, without 
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log ol a m&rket for the coQcentratioD and disposal of the products of the 
tributarf terrltoiy. 

It Is ni7 oplidon that the rates and facilities for concentrating the 
prodncU of the country and raw materiaU for our manoffcctnrers at this 
cltj 1b at least of as great Importance to the general prosperity as the rates 
of transportation outward. If a market of ample capacity can be main- 
tained and be eo recognized by the carriers as well as the producers, the 
selling and distribution of supplies and commodities naturally follows, 
while a failure to sustain a market of concentration Is sure to cut both 
ways. 

St. Lonla is particularly well situated and adapted for such a market 
and distributing center, being well equipped with all of tbe necessary 
laciiitiBB, ioclndiog transportation and capital to carry on a business fully 
equal to the requirements of tbe surrounding territory. The most impor- 
tant Individual element necesBary to the accomplish me at this desired end 
is the transportation expense. The cheaper commodities, such as cereals 
and oUier products of the soil, as well as raw materials for manufacture, 
are the most sensltlTe and most easily influenced by alight differences In 
rates, becaose the item of transportation represents a greater percentage 
of the value than it does of the higher-priced commodities. 

It must therefore become apparent to our commercial organizations 
that careful attention should be given to the expense of transportation to 
and from this market with respect to our relation to other markets.

The year 1896 hu been an eventful one in the umab of the Pig Lead 
trade; chronicling u it hu, lowest prices for lead in the hlstoir of the 
United States. The depreeelon in values can be m^nly attributed to 
very poor ooneniDption, especially daring the Bummer monthi, and to a 
rather heavy production. We produced from domestic ores nomtoally 
186,000 short tone, which means an increase of say 10 per cent, over the 
year 189S. Supplies from foreign ores were also quite large owing to the 
oontlnaed heavy imports of lead from Uesico and British Coinmbla In the 
form of bullion, 

A tew years ago II was generally apprehended when the duty on foreign 
importations, either In the form of Fig Lead or ores were reduced from 3c 
to Ic a pound, that home production would materially gutter, but It seems 
just the reyerse has l>een the case, and from year to year a gradual Increase 
in production has been noticeable. This is not at all unnatural. Low 
prices of an article always means the greatest economy in producing and 
red,uclng general expenses; tbU is usually twst attained when the output 
of a single producer Is enlarged as much as possible. 

About 80 per cent ol America's production of lead emlnates from ores 
carrying gold and silver, and vbry often It is considered as a by-product, 
only the precious metals being the main components of the ore. 

The output of Ulssouri lead shows quite an Increase over the preceding 
year, although the low prices during the summer monttis materially 
checked production. 

The highest prices for pig lead were obtained during the early part of 
March when the metal sold as high as Sa.97>i In East St. Louis. The 
lowest price recorded was $2.a in October, although 11 was intimated 
about that time that a few lots were sold at {2.40 to t2.43>^, the lowest 
price for which Pig Lead ever sold In this country. Prices advanced later 
and at the close of the year sales were made at $3.7& to {3.80. 

The receipts of the year were 1,M6,139 pigs, the largest but one in the 
history of the trade. Shipments were 1,406,837 pigs, the balance being 
taken by white lead manufacturers. ,

leather market was in an exceedingly depressed condition, and prices 
were made by buyers almost at their own sweet will. In December, how- 
ever, a change came over the market and the downward tendency was 



Jannary, 1896, brought coufiiderable strength to the leatber market, 
and prices moved np a notch, but the month closed on rather a weak 
market. Shoe leather braced up in February, but harness did not keep 
pace with It. Later in the month sole leather showed weakness ag^n 
with prices uncertain, tanners becoming eager sellers. March was a quiet 
month throughout, "waiting" being the one feature. 

Before the middle of May there was a decided etifienlog in the leather 
markets and concessions were^hastlly withdrawn. Advances in hides and 
a demand for leather made higher prices of leather necessary and possi- 
ble. This condiUon continued on through June and July until August 
with minor fluctuations, but no real advances of moment. The course of 
the market since August is told briefly and pointedly by the accompany- 
ing table :

The receipts in St. Louis for 180S show an increase over the preylons 
year of about 3,600 care, and of 7,000 cars over 1894. 

The maricet during the first ball of the year ruled strong and actiTe, 
with good average prices prevailing; daring the last halt, in gympatby 
with the general mercantile depression, the tendency was toward much 
lower prices, with a continued unsettled feeling that made it far from sat- 
isfactory to either buyer or seller. 

The crop of 1899-97 was large, especially in the yield per acre, but ft 
was more or less damaged after it was made, but before it was fully cored. 
As a result, a considerable proportion of the receipts have been of low 
grade stuff, which Is not conducive to establishing or maintaining a stable 

The year closed with liberal stocks of the low grade, and a very dull, 
narrow market.

Tbe bosineHa done during the year 189S In so-called domeetlc dried 
frulta, which term deftlers apply to the product produced la the territory 
tributary to St. Louis — UUmuri, Dlluols, Arlcutaas and Tennessee — was 
the EmalleBt in the history of the trade. The Imlt crops were a total 
f^lure throughout tbe West and South, and, theretore, not much fruit 
was evaporated or snn-dried, so that dealers had little stock to work on. 
This deflciency was, however, more than offset by Increased supplies from 
the Bast and North, where the fruit crops were the largest on record. 
New York State, Michigan and Canada never before r^ed such a large 
crop of apples as In the season of 1696, and the prices of both green and 
dried fruite were the lowest on record. St. Louis dealers reported a fair 
jobbing trade, yet In some sections business was curtailed somewhat by 
the strong competition put up by the Eastern dealers. St. Louis, owing 
to Its central location, has been and always will be a large distributing 
point for dried fruits throughout the South and West, yet a total failure of 
the fruit crops of this section such as experienced this season naturally 
takes away a good portion of Its trade.

Produce. Being the neareet large market to tbe South, tbe early supply 
of vegetables and fmits flret come to thiti market, and the North and 
Northwest are largely supplied from this point. 

POTATOES. 

In the handling of potatoes, St. Louis probably exceeds any other city. 
In addition h> the large receipts at this point, which equaled 3,189,293 
bushels in 1696, large slilpments are made from tbe American bottom 
opposite St. Louis on the nilnois side, a rich strip of bottom land about 
twenty-flve miles long and five miles wide. During the past year St. Louis 
Arms shipped, from varions points in tbe American bottom, G,G26 carloads 
of potatoes, averaging GOO bushels to the car, a total of 2,762,500 bnshels. 
While this is a part of St. Louis businets, it does not appear in the records 
of the Exchange, for the reason that shipments are made direct and do 
not pass through St. Lonis, and consequently are not credited in the ton- 
nage at this point. In addition to the amounts thus shipped, s luge 
quantity was received by our dealers by wagons, of which no account has 
been kept. It Is estimated that the amount thus received Is almnt equal to 
the city consumption, which is placed at 3,500 bushels per day. This 
woald amount to l,2T7,C0O bushels, which would alMUt equal the vragon 
receipts tor the year so that the total business of St. Louis potatoes for the 
year 1696 can be placed at 6,000,000 bushels. 

ORANOES AND LEMONS. 

The receipts of the year of oranges and lemons were 444,539 boxes, 
being somewhat less than for past years. 

Receipts of oranges were comparatively light, due largely to the failure 
of the Florida crop for the past two years. St. Louis for many years has 
drawn most of its supplies from Florida, and the fruit t>ecame so widely 
known that it sold higher even than foreign, Uexlcan or Far West fruits, 
the famous California Navals ranging next. The low prices of apples and 
other competing fruits also influenced the receipts ol oranges. 

Receipts of lemons also were light, estimated at 81,000 boxes, and were 
handled mostly during the four months of May, June, July and August. 

QRAPES. 

St. Louis is a prominent grape market. The total receipts for 1696 
amounted to approximately 476 cars, averaging S,000 baskets to the car,

BUTTER. 



Tbe butter trade for tbe jear 16H, conaiderlng all other lines of busi- 
ness, baa been quite sattefactoir. Tbe receipts were the largest on record, 
thougb the sbipments were smaller than for several jears, which Indicated 
an Increased local consumption. The jear was begun with no large hold- 
over stocks to interfere with the new make, which was rather full and 
more continuous throughout the jear tiian usual. There has also been 
less fluctuations In prices than In past years and no extremes reached, as 
with but few exceptions resaonsbly low prices prevailed. It was noticed
